KITCHENER REPORTS 
BRITISH VICTORIES 


Two Boer Generals Killed in the 
Fight at Bothwell. 


MAJOR CREWE MEETS DEFEAT 


Forced to Retire After Severe Fighting 
—De Wet Crossing the Line South 
of Jagersfontein Road. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The War Office has 
received the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, the Commander in Chief in 
South Africa: 

‘Pretoria, Feb. 9.—The columns working 
eastward occupied Ermelo Feb. 6 with 
slight opposition. A large force of Boers, 
estimated at 7,000, under Louis Botha, re- 
tired eastward. About 800 wagons with 
families passed through Ermelo on the way 
to Amsterdam, and very large quantitics 
of stock are being driven east. 

“A peace delegate under sentence of 
death and other Boer prisoners were taken 
away by the Boers. All the reports show 
that the Boers are exceedingly bitter. Fif- 
ty Boers surrendered. 

“Louis Botha, with 2,000 men, attacked 
Gen. Smith-Dorrien at Orange Camp, Both- 
well, at 3 A. M., Feb. 6. He was repulsed 
after severe fighting. yen. Spruit was 
killed, Gen. Randemeyer was severely 
wounded, two Field Cornets were killed, 
twenty of the Boer dead were left in our 
hands, and many severely wounded, Our 
casualties were twenty-four killed and fif- 
ty-three wounded. 

“Our movement to the east is reported 
to have thoroughly upset all the enemy's 
calculations and created a regular panic in 
the district. 

‘Christian De Wet appears to be cross- 
ing the line south of Jagersfontein Road to 
the west this morning, having failed to 
effect a crossing by the drifts east of Be- 
thulie. 

‘In Cape Colony Calvinia has been occu- 
pied by Col. De Lisle, who entered Feb. 
6, the enemy retiring toward Kenhardt. 
Col. Haig is driving the midland commando 
northward past Aberdeen.”’ 


EAST LONDON, Cape Colony, Feb. 
Details have been received here of severe 
fighting at Tabaksberg Mountain, forty 
miles east of the railway and about mid- 
Way between Smalldeel and Bloemfontein. 

Major Crewe, with a composite ‘column 
traveling southwest, sighted the mountain 
on the morning of Jan. 3). He heard heavy 
firing, and, knowing that Col. Pilcher’s 
column was on the other side of the mount- 
ain, he concluded that this officer was in 
action. Consequently he hurried forward, 
only to meet Boers streaming down and 
evidentiy retiring from Col. Pilcher’s lyd- 
dite shells.

PEACE COMMISSION A MYTH. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—Lord Raglan, Under 
Secretary of State for War, stated to-day 
that Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood is not going to 
South Africa and that no peace commission 
is contemplated. 

“The report as to a peace commission 
is false from beginning to end,” he said.

PORTUGAL TO AID BRITISH. 


Preparing to Send Troops to South 
Africa—Looking for a New 


Treaty of Alliance. 

LISBON, Feb. 10.—Portugal, it is al- 
leged, is preparing to send troops to ald 
the British in South Africa. King Charles 
willeremain in London until to-morrow. 

Great efforts are being made to secure 
a new treaty of alliance with England sup- 
erseding the antiquated treaties.

Government for “ violating neutrality by 
allowing the British to land troops on 
Portuguese territory in Sowth Africa,’’

Men Peddle It to Residents for Ten 
Cents a Pail. 


Housekeepers Unable to Wash and the 
Village in Serious Danger Should 
a Fire Break Out. 


Croton water in selling for 10 cents a 
pail in High Bridge, where the water sup- 
ply, which has been going from bad to 
worse for the past month, failed entirely 
yesterday. The whole population are de- 
pending upon two old wells and what little 
water can be drawn from a hydrant at One 
Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street and Jerome 
Avenue, which is half a dozen blocks from 
the centre of population in the village. 

All day yesterday people were going about 
the streets carrying water, and several en- 
terprising men reaped a rich harvest by 
peddling it at 10 cents a pail. Housekeepers 
have been unable to do any washing for the 
past two weeks, and on several occasions of 
late the male portion of the population 
have gone to work unwashed thankful that 
they obtained enough water for a cup of 
coffee. Should a fire break out it is a 
question whether enough water could be 
pumped from the fire hydrants to quench 
it, and residents are in a state of terror re- 
garding their property. There is no pres- 
sure at the hydrants whatever, and it is 
said that the only water obtainable in the 
engine house at One Hundred. and Sixty- 
sixth Street is what little run# from a tap 
in the cellar. 

The village of High Bridge is situated on 
very high ground, and there is a pumping 
station almost in the village, but there is 
no water. The wells from which the water 
is being obtained are situated on the prop- 
erty occupied by Mrs. Reilly on Boscobel

LGNDON, Feb. 10.—The Cape Town cor- 
respondent of The Times, wiring yesterday 
and giving a general outline of the British 
offensive operations, says: 

“The British force directed against Chris- 
tian De Wet'’s commando included six 
columns, under Knox, Hamilton, Maxwell, 
White, Pilcher, and Crewe. They hoped to 
ferce De Wet upon the British corps con- 
ceutrated on Orange River. The Boers, 
under cover of a detached commando, swung 
westward, and captured a ‘‘ pompom” 
from Major Crewe, and, by crossing the 
railway between Springfontein and Enden- 
burg, evaded the British concentration. 

“ De Wet is now probably in the I*hilip- 
polis district, and this probably accounts 
Jor the northwesterly wnovement of the 
Boers in Cape Colony. 

‘The latest proclamation issued by De 
Wet and Steyn closes thus: ‘I shall now 
enter Cape Colony to give the farmers 
there a taste of what we have ourselves 
sullered through this war.’ ”’ 


MILNER TALKS TO VOLUNTEERS 


CAPE TOWN, Feb. 10.—Yesterday Sir 
Alfred Milner reviewed 7,000 men of the 
new volunteer force and made a spirited 
address to the officers. He expressed his 
gratification at the loyal response the col- 


ony had made to the call, emphasized the 
great value of mounted men and compli- 
mented the officers and all concerned upon 
the ‘‘ excellent work already done in stem- 
ming the Boer invasion.” 

“It has been said that the enemy would 
never come to Cape Town, but any one 
who, in the face of the events of the last 
Jew months, will say a thing is impos- 
sible because it seems improbable, is too 
silly to be argued with.

SHOOTS AN ALABAMA JUDGE. 


Jesse Beale of Montgomery Wounds 
Man Who Was Protecting His 
Intended Victim.

MONTGOMERY, Ada., Fé@B. 10.—Thomas 
N. McClellan, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, was shot here to-day 
by Jesse Bealé, a prominent citizen. Judge 
McClellan was struck in the right shoulder, 
the bullet shattering the shoulder blade. He 

is resting well, but is not out of danger. 

The shooting was the sequel to a rather 
sensational affair. Judge McClellan was 
trying to prevent Beale from shooting 
John McQueen, a _ solicitor of Jefferson 
County, who was in the house, It had been 
reported to Beale that his daughter, Caro- 
line, had been out all night in a cab with 
McQueen. Upon hearing this the enraged 
father, accompanied by his son, Phelan, 
armed with pistols and shotguns, went to 
McClellan's house after McQueen. 

it later developed that Miss Beale and 
McQueen had taken tea at a restaurant, 
and while on the way home decided to get 
married. About midnight they drove to the 
residence of Judge of Probate Gaston and 
requested a marriage license. Judge Gas- 
ton refused, under the circumstances, and 
the couple spent the balance of the night 
searching for a Justice of the Peace to 
marry them. Failing in this, Miss Beale 
staid at a girl friend’s house and McQueen 
went to McClellan's residence. 

The affair created a big sensation, as 
Beale is one of the prominent ciuzens of 
Montgomery. At 1 o’clock Miss Beale and 
McQueen were married and left to-night on 
a bridal trip to New Orleans. 

The Beales, father and son, are held to 
await the result of Judge McClellan's in- 
juries.

WATER SCARCE DOWN TOWN. 


The Shortage Said to be Due to Rapid 
Transit Tunnel Work. 


A letter from William Dalton, Commis- 
sioner of Water Supply, in reply to com- 
plaints of scarcity of water, was read at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Central Fed- 
erated Union. In the complaints it was 
stated that the shortage down town was 


largely due to rapid transit tunnel work, } 


Commissioner Dalton in his letter stated 
that on account of the rapid transit work 
the water mains had sometimes to be tem- 
porarily shut off, especially where repairs 
were going on. The water was always re- 
leased, however, as soon as possible. 

With regard to the general scarcity of 
water, the Commissioner said that since 
1898 the department had been trying to 
inerease the supply of water to meet the 
demands ef the increasing population in 
the Borough of the Bronx. The sum of 
$80,000 had been appropriated, for which 
special revenue bonds were to be issued, 
by which they could arrange to have from 
5,000,000 to 10,000,000 more gallons of water 
daily. Before they could start to work 
with this money erecting pumping stations 
some formalities would have to be gone

DISCREDITS WOMAN WITNESSES 


Chicago Judge Says They Are Not as 
Reliable as Men. ‘ 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10. ~— Judge Waterman 
yesterday, in granting a new trial in a 
case which had been heard before him, took 
occasion to make a general characteriza- 
tion of the testimony of women, based upon 
his years of experience upon the bench. 
Judge Waterman said: 

“IT am averse to accepting the decision 
of the jury as final in this case, especially 
so as the decision was based largely upon 
the testimony of women. The evidence of 
one written document is of more weight 
than the oral testimony of a dozen wit- 
nesses, particularly when women are con- 
cerned. 

“Though women are undoubtedly upon a 
higher moral plane than are men, they are 
not as reliable upon the witness stand. It 
seems that women are of a more imagina- 
tive nature, and though It is no doubt un- 
intentional, they come to believe as true 
what they at first only imagined, and 
maintain their belief in spite of all evi- 
dence against it.’’ 

The case in which Judge Waterman al- 
lowed a new trial is one in which a jury, 
Feb. 1, brought in a verdict of $14,850 dam- 
ages in favor of Mrs. Elizabeth Smith and 
against Kar] Eitel, Secretary of the Bis- 
marck Garden Company. 

Judge Waterman’s statement is resented 
by a number of women of prominence here, 
who hold that members of their sex are 
just as reliable in matters of testimony 
as men are.

$47,000,000 a Year Expended for Educa- 
tion—Growth of the Sec- 
ondary Schools. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The State paid $529,- 
118 for the support of secondary schools 
and the several departments of the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York during 
the year ended Sept. 30, 1900, and $304,146 
for the maintenance and $110,207 for re- 
pairs and improvements to Normal schools. 
These facts are given in the annual report 
of Secretary Parsons of the Regents of 
the university, which also states that in 
New York secondary schools are about 12 
per cent. of all the secondary students in 
the United States, and to their use is de- 
voted 17 per cent. of all secondary school 
property in the United States. 

The attendance on these schools in this 
State has increased 87 per cent. in the last 
five years. During the fiscal year ended 
Sept. 30, 1900, the State apportioned $249,- 
851 to the 705 secondary sch@ols, instruct- 
ing 79,365 students, making the amount 
apportioned for each student $3.14, as qom- 
pared with $4.04 in 1896, the first year 
under the present law. There is paid from 
local sources about 94 per cent., though 
they are required to pay but 8 per cent. 
of the cost of their elementary schools. 

The State of New York is now expending 
annually for education more than $47,000,- 
000, as follows:

The only duplication in these figures is 
in the amount expended by public high 
schools, which is included under common 
schools, and is also given in the expendit- 
ures for secondary education, . 

uring the past decade the growth, in 
enrollment in the common schools has 
been 16 per cent., while the expenditures 
for their maintenance have increased 8&3 
er cent.; in secondary education the num- 
er of schools has increased 110 per cent.; 
the number of high s¢hool students has 
more than doubled, while the expenditures 
for maintenance of secondary schools have 
increased 160 per cent. In _ higher, pro- 
fessional, and technical education the 
students have more than doubled, while 
expenditures tor maintenance have in- 
creased 180 per cent. 

The total cost of secondary education has 
grown from $2,341,956 in 1890 to $6,096,371 
in 1900. Of the amount expended in_ 1900, 
$4,077,420 was for high schools and $2,018,- 
953 was for academies. The State bears 
about 6 per cent. of the cost of secondary 
education and about 15 per cent. of the cost 
of elementary education. Secondary schools 
reported in 1900 total net property of $23,- 
412,184, as compared with $12,826,861 in 
1890. For higher education, $7,668,037 was 
expended in 1900, as compared with $2,733,- 
S60 in 1890. In 1900 29,795 students were 
reported as attending New York colleges 
and professional, technical, and other spe- 
cial schools, as compared with 14,519 in 
1890. Such institutions reported in 1900 
total net property of $77,902,339, as com- 
pared with $87,115,801 in 1800, 

The proposed items of expenditures for 
1901-2 amount to $602,905, being $26,202 
less than the total appropriation by the 
last Legislature. 7

ROBBERS MAKE RICH HAUL 


Steal Express Safe with $40,000 
from Railway Platform.

Authorities of lowa Town Where Crime 
Occurred Say They Have Two 
Men Who Committed It. 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Feb. 10.—Prompt and 
active work by the authorities at Manila, 
Iowa, to-day resulted in the arrest of three 
men who are supposed to have been im- 
plicated in the theft of a United States Ex- 


press Company safe which contained about 
$40,000. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
train in which the safe was taken from 
Sioux City arrived at Manila at 8:05 o’clock 
Saturday night. The Omaha train was late, 
and James Sturtevant of Sioux City, the 
express messenger, did not hurry in unload- 
ing the goods and packages from his car. 
The express safe, with other articles, was 
unloaded and placed on a truck on the sta- 
tion platform, and then Sturtevant and the 
baggageman went to the other end of the 
platform to get another truckload. When 
Sturtevant returned he noticed that the 
articles on the truck were disarranged, and 


a glance showed that the fron box was 
gone. 

There was great excitement and no time 
was lost in spreading the alarm. City Mar- 
shal Ferrill hastily assembled a posse and 
vigorous work was begun. Snow lay thick 
upon the ground and it did not take Jong 
to discover the tracks of two persons, who 
evidently had been carrying some heavy ob- 
ject, directly from the truck as it stood 
upon the depot platform. They carried the 
safe a distance of about two blocks and 
then loaded it into a wagon, which had been 
left there in waiting. 

_ The wagon was driven a mile and a half 
into the country and there the safe was 
forced open and the contents were ab- 
stracted. The men there abandoned the safe 
and went their way on a new track. It was 
not difficult to trace them, however, and 
this morning three arrests were made. 
Their names are John Jackson, John Sto- 
valt, and Charles Hayes. All are men who 
live at Manila and are well known. Their 
reputations heretofore have not been bad. 
They stoutly protest their innocence, but 
the authorities believe the evidence against 
at least two of them will prove conclusive. 

The stolen safe contained in the neigh- 
borhood of. $40,000. Twelve thousand dol- 
lars was in cash and the remainder in 
drafts, checks, and various valuables. 

While the robbery undoubtedly was de- 
liberately planned, as the horse and wagon 
were in waiting in a convenient spot, it is 
not believed that the men knew they were 
making so rich a haul. They had no means 
of knowing the contents of the safe, know- 
ing only that it was used for carrying 
valuables. They found an unusually favor- 
able opportunity when Sturtevant left the 
safe on the truck, and had it not been for 
the tell-tale tracks in the snow it is not 
likely that arrests would have been made 
so promptly. 

Jackson, Stovalt, and Hawes have been 
in the habit of hanging about the station at 
train time, but that was not considered 
significant, as it is the custom of a num- 
ber of town people at Manila. 

Mrs. Jackson, wife of John Jackson, also 
was arrested, but at a preliminary “hearing 
held this evening, she was released. The 
examination willbe continued to.ceeeee. 
The three prisoners are in jail. having been 
unable to furnish bands of $12,000 each. 

The authorities say the shoes of two of 
the men exactly fit the tracks in the snow 
a station, where the safe was carried 
off.

AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 10.—The first and 
only plant in the world for the extracting 
of whole kernels of cottonseed from the 
hulls will begin operation here to-morrow. 
It was erected at cost of $30,000, and 
has a daily capacity of 100 tons of cotton- 
seed.

owns and will operate the plant. 

The kernels will be shipped to France, 
whete oil will be extracted and the meal 
sold for much higher price than is to be 
obtained in this country. The separation 
of the hulls from the kernels not only 
makes a big saving in freight, but also 
means a big reduction in duty. The new 
invention may revolutionize the cottonseed 
manufacturing industry.

REDUCED SOUTHWEST RATES.

Secretary Pryor Calls Attention to 
the Important Bills. 


Says that It Is Too Early Yet to Speak 
of the Results accomplished 
in the Organization. 


Referring to the plan and scope of the 
work being done by the Legislation Com- 
mittee, the City Club, through Secretary 
J. W. Pryor, yesterday called attention to 
the promises of the present Legislature in 
the following statement: 

The Legislature has beén organized for work 
about five weeks, and has now before it about 
1,200 bills, not counting reprinted forms of 
bills. Of these, 750 are in the Assembly and 
450 in the Senate. The Legislation Committee 
of the City Club which consists of thirteen 
members, holds weekly meetings to receive and 
act upon reports of its sub-committees, to which

this city is examined by 
committees, and upon their reports action is 
taken by the full committee. A record of all 
these bills is kept, and indexed in such a way 
that all the bills upon any one subject, and all

SAT BOLT UPRIGHT, DEAD. 


Cause of Death of Guest in qa Boarding 
House Not Determined. 

In response to a sharp ring at his tele- 
phone bell yesterday afternoon, the Ser- 
geant at the Tenderloin Police Station 
jumped up and heard @ woman say over 
the wire: 

‘‘Tam Mrs. Steinmetz of 22 West Twenty- 
seventh Street. A man is dying or very 
ill here. Send a policeman and‘a doctor, 
quick.” 

Two officers were dispatched and an am- 
bulance call was sent to the New York 
Hospital. The officers, on reaching the 


house, found a dead man sitting in the 
front room on the third floor. He was 
bolt upright in a rocking chair and had on 
all his clothes, except coat and vest and 
one shoe. In, the room there was a faint 
odor of gas, but not enough to be disa- 
greeable. The officers found that two of 
~~ een in the gas radiator were leaking 
a little. 

Dr. Yomans, ambulance surgeon, arrived, 
examined the man, and gave it as his opin- 
ion that death had not been caused by 
gas. He added that he thought the man 
had been a morphine fiend, ‘‘ for he looked 
like it.’ Only a decision from the Coroners’ 
office will legally decide how he came 
his death, however. The surgeon's exam- 
ination was a brief one. 

In the dead man’s clothes were found a 
card and some money, ($15.52.) On the card 
was this writing: ‘‘ This entitles Mr. George 
c, Stann to admission to this office before 
9 A. M. and after 4 P. M., and on holidays 
also, with the use of the telephone until 
further notice.’ To this was signed the 
name of the Register, Isaac Fromme, The 
latter was seen last night and asked if he 
knew of any Mr. Stann.

LINER AS A MENAGERIE. 


Big Consignment of Animals, Birds, and 
Reptiles on the Pennsylvania. 

A floating menagerie passed up North 
River yesterday morning. It contained 
monkeys by the score, camels, polar 
bears, lions, leopards, a baby elephant 
named ‘‘Jim,” alpacas from South Am- 
erica, goats of a species not produced in 
civilized countries, a great black snake of 
African origin, an ibex, a yak, sable, and 
African antelopes, canaries by the thou- 
sand hundreds of parrots, East Indian 
geese, zebus, panthers, African eagles, 


emus, and many beautiful black and white 
swans. 

The menagerie was.the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican liner Pennsylvania: The several hun- 
dred passengers who crossed the Atlantic 
on the big ship are all autthorities on ani- 
mals now, for as one of them said, the all- 
absorbing topic of conversation through- 
out the trip was wild beasts, snakes, and 
birds, and arguments there anent were 
settled by a view and study of the particu- 
Jar animal, bird, or reptile over which the 
contention happened to arise. 

The menagerie—seventy-five cages and 
cases—was of course confined in parts of 
the ship where the chattering of the mon- 
keys or the roar of the lions would not 
annoy the passengers. The greater poz- 
tion of the animals will go to the Zo- 
ological Gardens at Cincinnati, the re- 
mainder being consigned to parties in this 
city and Chicago. None of the animals 
was lost in transit, and no trouble was ex- 
perienced through any escaping from their 
prisons. The poser bears gnawed contin- 
ually at the bars of their cages, it was 
said, but without making much impression 
them. ‘‘ Jim,” the elephant, kept his 
mouth wide open most of the time, for the 
sallors and passengers found much amuse- 
ment in throwing into it choice morsels 
saved from their meals. 


STEAMSHIP DAMAGED BY ICE.

POPULAR EDUGATION 
IN SOUTHERN STATES

White People Set the Standard for 
the Negroes. 


Booker T. Washington, at Meeting Un- 
der the Armstrong Association’s 
Auspices, Tells of the Prog- 


ress of His Race. 
eo 


A meeting held for the purpose of en- 
gaging interest in the popular education of 
both whites and negroes in the South, at 
which Booker T. Washington was the prin- 
cipal speaker, packed the Central Presby- 
terian Church, at. Fifty-seventh Street, near 
Broadway, to the doors last night. The 
meeting was under the auspices of the 
Armstrong Association of this city, and 
President Daniel C, Gilman presided. 

He introduced as the first speaker Dr. 
Lyman Ward, who delivered an address 
on the present condition of the negroes and 
former slate owners in the South. He said 
that emancipation was not so much to be 
regarded as the freeing of the slaves from 
the whites as the freeing of the whites 
from the slaves. 

Dr. Charles D. MclIvor, the President of 
the North Carolina Normal and Industrial 

| School for Women, spoke specially on the 


{ necessity for educating the girls of the 
| South. 


‘“At the present time,”’ he said, ‘‘I think 
we Southerners understand the situation in 
the North a great deal better than the 
Northerners und¢e.stand the situation in 

| the South. We read the books and papers 
published here, and when we come to visit 
| 
| 


in the North in any of the large cities we 
see the civilization and life as it exists. 

“ Civilization in the North is the civiliza- 
tion of large cities, while in the South only 
5 per cent. of the people live in cities’ of 
over 8,000 inhabitants. When you visit one 
of the eities in the South you do not really 
see Southern life as you see Northern life 
when you visit a Northern city, That is 
the reason why it is so important to edu- 
cate the girls in the South. In every white 
Southern home the women are the standard 
and example for all the negroes in the 
vicinty. The best way to educate the negro 
is to educate the white women. Wherever 
you find a high standard of education 
among the whites in any part of the South 
you find a similarly high standard among 
the negroes. If the standard among the 
whites is low the standard among the ne- 
groes is low. 

‘“The families in the South are isolated, 
and no girl has much of a chance to learn 
anything that her mother did not know. 
The only way to educate the girls is to 
establish normal and industrial schools and 
through the girls you help to uplift the 
condition of the negroes.”’ 

Dr. H. B. Grissell, President of the Hamp- 
ton Industrial School, who was the next 
speaker, also said that the proper way to 
uplit the negroes was to educate the white 
people. 

When he had concluded a quartet of ne- 
groes from the school sang several selec- 
tions, 

Mr. Washington, who arose after the 
singing, Was received with a burst of ap- 
plause. His speech was largely an answer 
to the statements made to the effect that 
the negroes in the South had not made 
much material progress since the civil war. 

“Within the last few months,’’ he said, 
‘“T have been through nearly all the South- 
ern States for the purpose of getting accu- 
rate knowledge as to the general condition 
of my race, and to observe the attitude of 
white people toward educated negroes. [ 
saw the actual life of my people on their 
farms, in their shops, and in their schools 
and churches, as well as the life of those 
confined in the prisons. With very few 
exceptions I found that the race had been 
touched by outside influence, and_ that 
great improvement had taken place. Where 
the race is as yet’ untouched their condi- 
tion is almost stationary. 

‘“‘In Virginia, where the race has re- 
ceived for almost thirty-five years the 
benefit of the Hampton Institute, the re- 
sult is almest marvelous. There the colored 
people own already one-twenty-sixth of 
all the real estate. In two counties they 
own one-seventh, and in one county they 
own one-sixth. In Texas I found one negro 
who has bought and paid for 800 acres of 
fine land during the last five years. In 
Georgia, Alabama, and Tennessee I found 
the same tendency where the race had been 
properly taught, 

“The negro just now has his greatest 
opportunity in the direction of business de- 
velopment. There is less opposition to this 
than in almost any other direction. In 
Montgomery, Ala., there is a colored man 
who Owns and operates one of the most 
successful dry goods establishments in the 
city,/and in Birmingham we find a negro 
savings bank which has been in operation 
for twelve years. In the same vicinity 
colored persons own and operate a coal 
mine, and also a large brickyard. In all 
these enterprises the white people seem to 
take pride in the progress of the negro. The 
best and most helpful work is being done 
in our country districts by the graduates 
of our larger schools, who are teaching the 
people what they have learned. 

‘Taking the whole South into considera- 
tion, I do not think that there is any in- 
crease in. the bad feeling between the two 
races. We must bear in mind that we al- 
} ways hear of the. worst that has taken 
place and not the best. The colored people 
are not devoting themselves to politics, but 
are striving to get education, property, and 
character, with the idea that when they 
come into possession of them there will be 
no opposition to their expressing their 
wishes at the ballot box.’’ 

Mr. Washington conclpded by saying that 
he had not been deceived by any super- 
ficial show of progress in the South and 
was sure that the negroes were making 
rapid progress. 

“I have never been one to cover up the 
weak points of my race," he said, ‘and I 
never lose an opportunity to study Its real 
condition. I have no hesitation in saying 
that materially, industrially, mentally, and 
morally the negro throughout this country 
is making steady progress. No man can 
live among our people and keep his eyes 
and ears open without agreeing with me 
in this statement. We have found the way 
to solve this great problem of education, 
but we need the means to do it. In propor- 
tion as our larger institutions in the South 
are generously supported will the negro 
question be worked out to the satisfaction 
of the whole country.” 


LEGAL NOTES. 


SHERIFF’s EXCESSIVE CHARGES.—Augus- 
tus Acker, Sheriff of Richmond County, 
took possession of a grocery store owned 
by Marie Tiedeman under an attachment 
issued to him in favor of Joseph Seeman 
and others. The property sold for $645.52, 
and was in the Sheriff’s possession from 
July 24 to Aug. 11. For the eighteen days’ 
watching of this property he employed six 


persons, to whom he paid $180. He jysti- 
fied this charge upon the ground that the 
property was in a store which contained 
three entrances, and that another part of 
the property was kept in a stable to the 
rear and some distance from the store. No 
reason was suggested why these various 
entrances could not have been fastened so 
| that one watchman could care for the prop- 
erty. he Appellate Division in this city 
has decided that such charge of $180 for 
watching property of the value of $650 for 
| eighteen days is grossly excessive, and 
would certainly require a very exceptional 
condition to justify it.

CONTROLLER’S Powrrs.—When Bernard 
Rolf, who is constructing a plier on the 
Fast River, at the foot of Broad Street, ap- 
plied to the Controller for a warrant for 
$5,197.50, an installment due under the con- 
tract with the city, that offfcer refused it 
on the ground that Rolf had not performed 
his contract according to the plans and spe- 
cifications, in that rotten and unsound tim- 
ber had been used instead of new and sound 
timber, and that the cribs upon which the 
surface of the plier is to be constructed are 
canted instead of peing placed straight. 
Rolf produced the certificate of the engi- 
neer of the Department of Docks that the 
amount claimed had been earned. THe con- 
tract provided that this certificate was 
conclusive on the contractor, but not on the 
city. On Controller Coler’s appeal from an 
order granting a mandamus compelling the 
issuance of a warrant, Justice Hatch, for 
the Appellate Division, has ordered a re- 
versal. He says that notwithstanding that 
the Court has decided that when there is 
no dispute as to the performance of the 
work, and the crawany of the warrant by 
the Controller is aS a ministerial act, 
which can be enforced by mandamus, in 
this case it is shown that the city may 
have a perfectly good defense to the claim 
on its merits. ‘If it be established as a 
fact,’ says Justice Hatch, ‘‘ that the work 
and materials used do not conform to that 
for which the plans and specifications call,

TWO DEAD IN BOSTON FIRE. 
Many Persons Jump from the Windows 
—Two Arrests for Incendiarism. 
BOSTON, Feb. 10.—Two persons dead, 
five others badly injured, and a financial 
loss of $2,500 is the summary of damage 
caused by a fire that occurred in a four- 
story brick dwelling on Harrison Avenue 

early this morning. 

There is a suspicion that the fire is of In- 
cendiary origin and two arrests nee ateht 2 
made—Harris Levin, aged _ thirty- 
years, and his wife, Bertha, aged thinty-; 
five years. They are held pending an in- 
vestigation. Levin had a shoe store on the 
first floor of the burned building, and the 
suspicion that naphtha or something of that 
nature was used, together with the disap- 
pearance of Levin, his wife, and four chil- 
dren immediately on the discovery of the 
fire, was the basis of the arrest. 

Men and women jumped from the burn- 


ing building, and firemen and policemen 
rescued others from smoke-filled corridors 
and hallways. The building was occupied 
by seventeen persons. The fire started on 
the first floor, and was discovered by a 
watehman in a building opposite. When he 
reached the sidewalk the vin family had 
just come from the buiiding in their night- 
clothes. 

The second story was occupied by Daniel 
Hart, his wife, her sister, and Hart’s four 
children. Hart jumped from the second- 
story window, exit seeming impossible. 
Following him came his wife, her sister, 
and all of the children. One of’ the chil- 
dren was badly burned and suffered in- 
ternal injuries by jumping, and died. Mrs. 
Hart, who is in a delicate condition, was 
badly hurt by the fall. 

The third story was occupied by Daniel 
and Thomas Brennan. The latter worked 
his way out of a back. window, and was 
hanging to a sill and about to fall when he 
was rescued by firemen. Daniel went to 
the top of the house, climbed through the 
attic, and went through the skylight. From 
there he jumped three stories to a shed, 
and suffered serious injuries to his lower 
limbs and may be injured internally. 

The fourth story was occupied by Mrs. 
Francis Riley and Mrs. Barry. Mrs. Riley 
was overcome by the smoke and was suffo- 
cated. Her body was discovered after the 
subdued. Mrs. Barry 
jumped from the fourth floor and is in a 
precarious condition. 


TEXAS OIL MEN WILL FIGHT. 


Want Courts to Settle Dispute Be- 
tween Them and the State.

AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 10.~—The official 
opinion rendered by Acting Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert A. John, that the State owns 
all oils and minerals discovered on State 
lands that were sold between the years 


1888 and 1889, has caused a big stir among 
the oil prospectors in the new Beaumont 
district. Much of the prospective oil land in 
that district formerly belonged to the 
State, and was sold during the period cov- 
ered by the law cited by Mr. John. It 
will probably result in a large amount of 
litigation over titles to the land, as lessees 
of these oll lands object to a ruling under 
which their right to the product reverts to 
the State, and will test the law in the 
courts,

vestigating the new field. He says that it 
is detinitely knewn that J. A. Paulhamus 
struck a fine flow of oll in a well which 
he is 4rilling eighteen miles south of the 
great Lucas geyser.

A well-dressed girl describing herself as 
Ruth Mason of Philadelphia was arrested 
yesterday afternoon in a flat at 103 West 
Fortieth Street by a detective of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station and locked up on 
a charge of disorderly conduct. She told 
the detective she was nineteen years old, 
but looks much younger. 

She declined to give her Philadelphia ad- 
dress, but said she came here about a 
month ago to visit her aunt, a Mrs. Karle, 
living at 1,568 Broadway, Miss Mason 
went to a theatre Saturday night and de- 
clares that there she met three young wo- 
men whom she had known in Philadeiphia.

With Major McBride, who commanded 
the Irish brigade in the Boer army, she 
will deliver lectures throughout the United 
States on the subject of the Boer war and 
the necessity of preventing the Irish enlist- 
ing in the English army. Miss Gonne said 
last night that she had been engaged in 
this work for the past two years, and with 
the aid of the McBride Club of Dublin the 
number of Irishmen in the English army 
has been diministed 18,000. Miss Gonne 
also said that the Irish people were becom- 
ing more and more interested in this work, 
teaching their children not to speak to any 
one wearing the English uniform, and de- 
posing all office holders who are in sym- 
pathy with the King. 

Before leaving Paris Miss Gonne selected 
on behalf of the McBride Club of Dublin a 
sword of honor, which will be presented to 
Major McBride by the club.

| 20,000 Truck and Cart Loads Removed 


from the Streets Yesterday. 

city’s horses and all the city’s 
men were at work in the snow clean-up 
yesterday. Three-fourths of the snow that 
covered the streets and nooks and byways 
of old New York was removed between the 
hours of 7 A. M. and G6 P. M. 

Twenty thousand truck and cart loads of 
snow were dumped after long and short 
hauls that tasked the energies of the shov- 
elers, pick wielders, horses, and their 
drivers. The whole regular force of the 
city plant performed a record job, accord- 
ing to Deputy Commissioner T. Harry 
Shanton, last night, and the snow contract- 
or was not asked for emergency men. Mr. 
Shanton said: 

‘* Broadway from the Battery to Sixtieth 
Street, Fifth Avenue from Washington Arch 
to Seventy-second Street, Second. Third, 
Fourth, Lexington, Madison, Sixth, and 
Eighth Avenues were cleared of snow and 
ice as far as Fifty-ninth Street; One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street all the way 
across, and Kighth Avenue all the way to 
One Hundred and Forty-seventh Street, was 
the sum total of our war on the snow dur- 
ing the morning hours up to 9:30. Our 
‘hoodoo’ district, where pedestrians who 
use the middle of the road as much as the 
sidewalks and push-cart vendors trample 
the snow into ice as hard as flint, was 
made the centre of attack in the afternoon. 
This district takes in everything from the 
3owery east. and includes Division, Hous- 
ton. Allen, Chrystie, Orchard, Forsyth, Eld- 
ridge, Ludlow, Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Clinton, Attorney, Ridge, and Pitt Streets. 

‘Three hundred men were assigned to 
clear these streets. Commissioner Nagle 
personally, accompanied by Capt. Gibson, 
went over the work in this push-cart dis- 
trict. To-morrow,” continued Mr. Shanton, 
“we will employ for the first time 500 
emergency men in the Second, Fourth, and 
Sixth Districts, better known as the east 
side tenement district, as Commissioner 
Nagle is anxious to look after the poor 
poem who may suffer if the snow is al- 
owed to remain long in those narrow 
streets, 

*““Our system in fighting snowstorms this 
Winter has worked admirably. The city is 
split out into thirteen districts. Each divis- 
ion is subdivided into five sections. Each 
section has a foreman and two assistant 
foremen. The Superintendent of each of 
the thirteen districts is responsible for his 
district. Our maps of the 185 miles of streets 
keep the Commissioner's office posted on 
the entire snow campaign.” 

Down on the east side, where the dump- 
ing slips are, yesterday masses of caked 
ice four and five feet thick froze against 
the bulkheads to a length of fifty feet or 
more where there was open water. These 
masses looked like floats.

REFLECTING POWER OF SNOW. 


Mr. Eddy Practically Completes His 
Tests at Bayonne. 

A. Eddy, at Bayonne, N. J., 
continued and in measure 
completed his tests of the reflecting power 
of mirror sun flashes 
sunlit and cloud-shaded 
of the experiments Mr. Eddy found that 
mirror sun flashes were about fourteen 
times as bright as cloud-shaded snow and 
eight times as bright as sunlit snow. Pre- 
vious experiments showed that sunlit snow 
was only about twice as bright as snow 
shadowed by clouds of ordinary density. 
Mr. Eddy considers these experiments im- 
portant in that they bear upon the visibil- 
ity of army signals from 
mountain peaks, 

The test for the relative lighting powers 
was made by taking a sixteen-candle-pow- 
er oil lamp held close to a sheet of paper, 
the centre of which had been made semi- 
transparent by oil. The test was to see 
how. near or far the lamp had to be held to 
the paper before its vellow glare was of- 
faced by the white glare caused by the 
sunlit snow outside. While testing the 
mirror sun flash the light from the lamp 
was effaced at two inches from the paper, 
while with sunlit snow the lamp had to be 
held sixteen inches from the oiled centre. 
With cloud-shaded snow the lamp had to be 
held ,thirty-nine inches from the paper.

“The proportion of notes which may be 
issued is somewhat increased after three 
years and again after six years, but within 
that time the available bonds are likely to 
be considerably reduced if we remain at 
peace, and the demand for them is likely to 
be increased by the expansion. of bank 
capital,”’ 

‘But is not the country at present very 
well supplied with currency?’ was asked. 

‘“Yes,"’ replied Mr. Gage, ‘‘ but its dis- 
tribution is uneven, and the recent increase 
under the refunding law, as I said in my 
annual report, has very little relation to 
the needs of business. The repeal of the 
silver purchase law in 1898 practically ar- 
rested all means of increasing the currency 
except in gold. The refunding law relieved 
this situation by offering additional induce- 
ment to the National banks to take out 
circulation. They increased their circula- 
tion about $96,000,000 last year, as a result 
of this inducement, but now that the ex- | 
change of bonds has been suspended, little 
further increase can be looked for from 
this source. 

“The demand for money is felt from sev- 
eral directions at the same time when busi- 
ness activity increases. The increase of 
bank loans calls for larger lawful money 
reserves at the very moment that increased 
prosperity, larger earnings, and higher 
prices call for more money in the pockets | 
of the people. Thus the money in National | 
banks, outside their own notes, rose from | 
$280,254.850 on June 80, 1808, to $504,194,652 
on June 2), 1900. This absorbed almost all 
the increase of the money in the country 
during this period, without leaving any con- 
siderable amount for the increase’ in the 
pockets of the people.” 

‘**Do you mean, then,”’ the Secretary was | 
asked, “‘that we have not at present a 
sufficient supply of currency?’ 

“That is not so much the question,’’ was 
the reply, ‘as the lack of elasticity in the 
present system. If business activity should 
slacken, we might find that we had a great 
deal too much ,currency, and the surplus 
would tend to ,go abroad in the form of 
gold. The plan proposed by Mr. Lovering 
has the advantage of other similar plans 
where the currency is not related entirely 
to the bonds; that the volume of currency 
tends. to contract when it is not needed, but 
affords a means of increase when it is 
needed. This is a vital requirement of a 
sound and safe currency, and there can be 
no objection to so moderate a step as that 
proposed, unless it be that it does not go 
far enough. 

“Everything which tends to make easy 
the conversion of sound credit into a trans- 
ferable form tends to lower the rate of in- 
terest to the borrower, and thereby to ben- 
efit American manufacturers in meeting 
the demands of the home market at rea- 
sonable prices to consumers, and especially 
in meeting upon equal terms in other mar- 
kets their foreign competitors, who have 
the benefit of the great capital and liberal 
note issuing systems of the great banks of 
Continental! Europe.” 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Opposition to Subsidy Bill Will Adopt 
New Tactics If Night Sessions 
Are Ordered. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—If consideration 
of the Naval Appropriation bill is complet- 
ed during Monday, as is supposed it will be, 
the Ship Subsidy bill will be called up by 
Senator Frye (Rep., Me.,) and will con- 
tinue to receive the attention of the Senate 
during the remainder of the day. Senator 
Caffery (Dem., La.,) will take the floor 
when the bill is taken up, and is expected 
to occupy the remaining portion of the day, 
whatever time there may be left. 

Senator Proctor (Rep., Vt.,) has given no- 
tice that as Chairman of the Committée on 
Agriculture, he will call up the Agricultural 
Appropriation bill on Tuesday. There will 
be no effort to prevent displacement of the 
Subsidy bill by the Appropriation bill. The 
Committee on Appropriations hopes to be 
able to report the Fortifications Appropria- 
tion bill by the time the Agricultural bill 
shall be disposed of, and the Army Appro- 
priation bill expected to be reported, 
later in the weck. 

The plan ig to have all appropriation bills 
acted on as promptly as possible after they 
are reported, but when there are no bills 
of that character before the Senate, the 
Subsidy bill will continue to have right of 
way. 

No decision has been reached yet as to 
whether there will be renewed effort to se- 
cure night sessions on the Subsidy bill, but 
the present indications are that there will 
be no further immediate attempt in that 
direction. The opponents of the bill declare 
that in case of a renewal of the night meet- 
ings the friends of the bill will be com- 
pelled to keep constantly in the Chamber a 
quorum of their own. While they made fre- 
quent demands for a call of the Senate 
during the evening sessions of last week, 
they always’ themselves replied to their, 
names when called. It is now understood to 
be their purpose not to do this in case of 
further efforts to bring the bill to a vote 
by carrying the Senate meetings into the 
night. — : 

Much interest is felt in the effort which 
is to be made to secure legislation in con- 
nection with the Army Appropriation bill 
in regard to the Philippines and Cuba. It 
has been always supposed that any at- 
tempt in either direction would open up 
the entire colonial policy of the Adminis- 
tration and lead to interminable debate, but 
there is now unquestionably a quite gen- 
eral acquiescence in the effort to be made 
for Philippine and Cuban legislation. 
Whether this is due to the fact that there 
has not been time to consider the bearing 
of these two proposed amendments suffi- 
ciently, or to the general desire to avoid an 
extra session of Congress, does not yet ap- 
pear. er 

Be that as it may, a majority at least of 
the Democrats seem quite willing that a 
vote should be reached on both these pro- 
visions. Indeed, it is understood to be the 
position of Senator Jones (Dem., Ark.,) and 
of his Immediate supporters in opposition 
to the Subsidy bill that there will be no 
obstacle to getting a vote upon any bill be- 
fore the Senate, except the Shin bill, and 
possibly the Oleomargarine bill. In all 
probability. however, the Cuban and Philip- 
pine questions will be discussed at consid- 
erable length, and even though there may 
be no desire to defeat them, they may be 
used to_hold off the Subsidy bill. 

The Committee on the Philippines will 
hold a mecting Monday, and it is expected 
will agree promptly upon a favorable report 
upon the Philippine amendment, but the 
question will probably not be taken up in

Ways and Means Committee has already 
determined on a recommendation for a dis- 
agreement to the Senate amendments to 
the bill; and that a conference with the 
Senate be asked. But this determination 
has aroused considerable feeling among the 
majority members of the committee, and 
this may find expression whey Chairman 
Payne (Rep., N. Y.,) presents the report 
and moves for a conference. 3 

Following this matter the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bill will claim at- 
tention, the general discussion of foreign 
questions, particularly the Philippines, 
being still open. The Army Appropriation 
bill and the Sundry Civil bill also will re- 
ceive consideration during the week. | 

Among the measures of general legisla- 
tion likely to come up is the important bill 
for Government aid and participation in the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, to be_held 
in St. Louis. Chairman Tawney, (Dem., 
Mo.,) having the subject in charge, has re- 
ceived assurances from the Speaker of early 
recognition, and expects to take up the bill 
during the first part of the week. 

The bills retiring officers of the revenue 
cutter service, and establishing a standar- 
dizing bureau, continue to be special orders 
when appropriation bills do not_have the 
right of way. Legislation regarding West 
Point hazing may come up at any time, 
although it is likely to be dealt with in con- 
ference in connection with the Military 
Academy Appropriation bill. 


HANNA AND THE SUBSIDY BILL. 


The Tariff Reform Committee of the 
Reform Club Issues Another 
Statement. 

The Tariff Reform Committee of the Re- 
form Club has issued the following state- 
ment regarding the Ship Subsidy bill: 

‘‘It is comical to see how Senator Hanna 
is attempting to dodge the responsibility 
for the measure which he himself intro- 
duced. It would be hard more flatly to mis- 
state the fact than does he in giving out 
that the present bill is materially differ- 
ent from that which bore his name. A 
comparison will show that they represent 
the same steal, for the same parties, on 
the same pretexts. 

‘*Most gratuitous of all, however, has 
been the repeated explanation in his behalf 
that it must be pure patriotism by which 
Senator Hanna was actuated in ship sub- 
sidy matters; that, although he was natur- 
ally interested in the prosperity of the 
American Shipbuilding Company of Cleve- 
land—otherwise known as_ the “Great 
Lakes Shipbuilding Trust ''—it was a great 
lakes concern, and, therefore, not interested 
in this bill. 

‘The methods employed here were char- 
acteristic. First, in 1807, Mr. Hanna ar- 
ranges for a Subsidy bill. Then the ‘‘ Amer- 
ican Shipbuilding Cempany,"’ a New Jersey 
trust concern, with all that the name im- 
plies, proceeds to take in one after an- 
other of the shipbuilding concerns on the 
great lakes, until it has a practical monop- 
oly of that business; and, meanwhile, de- 
velops its plans for building ships to be 
used in the foreign trade. ‘ 

‘Omitting the characteristic details of 
the organization of this company, and look- 
ing only at late events in the clearer mir- 
ror of The Marine Review of Cleveland, the 
home organ alike of Mr. Hanna and the 
‘Great Lakes Shipbuilding Trust, we 
have quoted below from issues of the dates 
specified:

Building Ships for Foreign 
Trade.—The American Shipbuilding Company has 
just concluded arrangements with Eastern capi- 
talists represented by Charles E. & W. F. Peck 
ot New York, for the construction of two steam- 
ers to engage in transatlantic service, and to 
carry 7,000 gross tons cargo with about 1,000 
tons fuel capacity on 25% feet draught at 10 
knots speed. This is the first move on the part 
of the big lake shipbuilding organization to build 
in two parts ships of large capacity for salt-water 
service.

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TOPEKA MEN DECLARE 
SALOONS MUST CLOSE 


Give Keepers Until Friday Noon to 
Quit Business. 


Say They Will Then Use Force to Re- 
move “ Joints ’—Bloodshed May 


Follow the Effort. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 10.~—Three thousand 
male citizens of Topeka, in mass meeting 
here to-day, decided that the numerous 
‘“joints’’ of the city must their 
places... They issued an ultimatum, giving 
the ‘ jointists"’ until Friday next at 12 
o'clock noon to quit business. If this shall 
not be done, warning given that a 
thousand armed men immediate 
move on the “ joints” them 
by force. ‘ 

‘To-day’s action is the result of the cru- 
sade started in Topeka less than ten days 
ago by Mrs. Carrie Nation. The meeting 
this afternoon was a remarkable one in 
every respect. It was called by a commit- 
tee of the Law Enforcement League, and 
was attended by nearly all the prominent 
business men of the city. Conservative men 
who have hitherto advocated moderation in 
the dealings with the lawless element, in- 
sisted in unmistakable terms that the time 
had come when patience had ceased to be 
a virtue, and that the people of Topeka 
should take the law in their own hands. 
The meeting was opened with prayer. After 
a few short, snappy addresses, which 
worked the audience to a high degree of 
enthusiasm, an ultimatum was proposed 
and passed amid the loudest cheering. The 
ultimatum is as follows: 

To those immediately engaged in the illicit busi- 
ness, whether wholesale or retail: 

We have to say that the long controversy of 
the public with you must now come to an end, 
You have openly and persistently defied our 
laws; you have made yourselves the agents of 
even greater criminals outside of the State who 
have supported you in your unlawful traffic; 
you have gathered about you a criminal element 
that is a perpetual menace to the safety of the 
community and have maintained places that en- 
gender and encourage all vices; you have intro- 
duced the most corrupting and demoralizing 
factors and influences into our local politics, and 
for years you have scorned all appeals and warn- 
that have been presented to you by the 
virtue-loving people of the community. 

Now, we feel that the time has come when 
we must speak to you peremptorily. We cease 
now to endeavor to persuade—we command. You 
must stop this lawless and iniquitous business 
and stop it at once, and we hereby notify you 
that we must have unquestionable evidence, ab- 
solutely satisfactory to the Committee of Public 
Order, which we to-day constitute, that all your 
illicit goods, together with all the associated 
fixtures and furnishings of the places where 
your unlawful business has been carried on, 
shall have been removed and shipped from the 
city before 12 o'clock noon Friday, Feb. 15, 1901, 

Upon the strict and literal observance of this 
demand we shall insist, and if it shall be dis- 
regarded we will take whatever measures are 
necessary for its rigid enforcement, 

If a long-outraged public shall be compelled to 
to the fundamental right of self-vindi- 
cation against criminals and their abettors, the 
grave consequences of evildoers which may re- 
sult from such a return must rest with the de- 
fiers and nullifiers of our laws, and the obstruc- 
tors of our governmental machinery. 

Twelve hundred men signed their names 
to cards pledging themselves to be ready 
at a moment's notice to join the army 
which has been recruited to stamp out the 
joints ’’ by the time the limit set by the 
ultimatum expires. 

There seems to be no question that the 
next few days in Topeka will see interest- 
ing developments, possibly bloodshed. 
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Chicago Lecture Declared Off. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Feb. 10.—The lecture of 
Mrs. Carrie Nation, the joint-smasher from 
Kansas, advertised to be given at the 
Auditorium on Tuesday night under the 
auspices of the chicago Press Club, has 
been declared off. Belleving from the re- 
sult of two days’ seat sales which aggre- 
gated less than $12, that the lecture would 
be a financial failure, the directory of the 
club decided to abandon the project. Mrs. 
Nation says she will come to Chicago, 
nevertheless, 


PLASTERERS’ DELEGATE OUT. 


Lively Time at a Meeting of the Cen- 


tral Federated Union. 


The Plasterers’ and Woodcarvers’ Unions 
had a lively time at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Central Federated Union, resulting in 
the expulsion of the delegate of the Plas- 
terers’ Union for refusing to obey the man- 
date of the central body, issued a fortnight 
previous. For some time there has been 
a fight between the Plasterers’ and Wood- 
sarvers’' Unions as to which union the mod- 
elers should belong to, both unions claim- 
ing them. It was agreed that modelers 
who worked in clay should join the Plas- 
terers’ Union, and that those who worked 
in wood should join the Woodcarvers' 
Union. Two weeks ago, the delegate of 
the woodearvers complained to the central 
body that the Plasterers’ Union had vio- 
lated this agreement. The plasterers were 
then given till yesterday to recognize the 
cards of the modelers in the Woodcarvers’ 
Union or get out. 

The delegate of the plasterers refused 
at yesterday's meeting to recognize the 
ecards of the modelers in the Woodcarvers’ 
Union unless his union was furnished with 
their names. He made a long. speech, 
and was accused by others of not sticking 
to the point. ‘ 

“T won't be bulldozed» You ain't the 
whole meeting,’ said Delegate Heiland of 
the Plasterers’ Union. 

“You're trying to bulldoze me,’’ said the 
Chairman. The Chairman threatened to 
have Heiland ejected unless he talked to 
the point. Finally the delegate of the 
plasterers being pressed for a yes or no 
answer refused to obey the orders of the 
central body and was expelled. 


DEFECTIVE ELECTRIC INSULATION 


in the Work Said to Have 
Caused Many Fires. 

William J. O’Brien of the Law and Legis- 
lation Committee of the Central Federated 
Union read a long opinion from a lawyer at 
yesterday's meeting of that body relative to 
defective insulation of electric wires on 


buildings. The opinion was obtained at the 
request of the Electrical Workers’ Union, 
which alleges that many fires in New York 
take place as the result of defective insu- 
lation of electric wires, and the central 
body was advised by the lawyer if such 
were the case to try and get a law passed 
meeting such contingencies. 

O'Brien said that evidence had been given 
him to show that there was gross neglect 
in many cases in the insulating of wires. 
He gave several instances, and said that 
the matter was so important that a public 
investigation should be demanded. It was 
decided to make the matter a special order 
of business next Sunday. 


PLUCKY RESCUE BY FIREMAN. 


He Rushes to Third Floor of a Burning 
House and Saves a Boy. 

There was a gallant rescue at a fire which 
occurred yesterday in the four-story tene- 
ment at 199 Richards Street, Brooklyn. 

The blaze started from some unknown 
cause in the apartments of John Burden on 
the third floor. It spread rapidly, and the 
building was soon filled with smoke. The 
tenants fled to the street, and it was 
thought that all had gotten out in safety, 
but the discovery was made that the four- 
year-old son of Burden was still in the 
rooms on the third floor. 

Fireman Michael Manning of Truck No. 
51 dashed into the building to the rescue. 
He made his way with great difficulty 
through the suffocating smoke in the hall- 
ways to the third floor. He found the boy 
erying from fright. Wrapping the skirt 
of his coat about the little fellow’s head to 

rotect him from the smoke, he carried him 

own to the street unharmed. 

The damage done by the fire amounted to 
about $1,200.

UNIQUE HORSE SHOE EXHIBIT. 


Every Variety of Foot Shield in This 
Collection. 

A remarkable collection of horseshoes, 
embracing specimens of the iron foot 
shields in use in every part of the world, 
is on exhibition in the office of Dr. H. H. 
Kane. The shoes are only a small part of 
the collection made by F. C. Snow of St. 
Louis, Dr. Kane having borrowed them 
from the collector, who has spent many 
years and much money in getting together 
all the known varieties of the horseshoe. 

Aside from the curious specimens repre- 
senting the development of the horseshoe 
in the past 150 years, and the types repre- 
senting far-away countries, a section of the 
exhibit that is particularly interesting to 
horsemen consists of shoes made to over- 
come intirmities or peculiaritics of gait of 
individual horses. Several designs are for 
use when a horse becomes a sufferer from 
corns, One of these is what is known as 
a ‘‘quarter’’ shoe, the shoe proper ex- 
tending only about two inches on either 
side ef the front calk, with a strip of metal 
running to the back of the foot which pro- 
tects the frog and leaves the corns free 
from pressure. Others, with an arrange- 
ment of rubber and felt pads, are designed 
for the same purpose. Among the new va- 
rieties of shoes are those with a rubber 
heel plate or cushion, designed to break the 
concussion of the heavy blows struck by 
horses when moving rapidly over granite 
pavements. Such shoes are worn by the 
horses in the city ambulance service.

According to the statements made by sev- 
eral schoolboys prominent in interscholas- 
tic athletics, the New York Interscholastic 
Athletic Association may disband at the 
next meeting of the league, scheduled for 
this week.

KAY LEASES SILVER BROOK. 


Horses Bought at the Recent Sale to 
Train for the Coming Season. 

A lease of the Silver Brook Stud Farm 
near Red Bank, N. J., famous as the home 
of Henry of Navarre and the nursery of 
many celebrated race horses, has been 
taken by Clarenee H. Mackay, the wealthy 
young clubman and patron of amateur 
sports, for a term that may be extended 
indefinitely. Mr. Mackay was a _ promi- 
nent buyer at the dispersal sale of the Bit- 
ter Root Stud breeding stock and horses 
in training two weeks ago in Madison 
Square Garden, though his identity then 
was concealed under the name of the Earl 
of Clonmel, who acted as his agent in bid- 
ding and buying. The announcement was 
made later that Lord Clonmel was acting fer 
Mr. Mackay, whose purchases at the sale, 
in additfn to a number of brood mares of 
exceptionally fine breeding intended as the 
nucleus of the breeding establishment Mr. 
Mackay has planned to found, were about 
the pick of the young race horses, two 
and three years old, soid in training. 

The horses in training will be added to 
the hitherto small stable that Mr. Mackay 
has maintained in this country, tne best 
known animal of which is the Brooklyn 
Handicap winner of 1890, Banastar. In the 
lot bought at the Hitter Root sale the 
most noted horse is Frankfort, the three- 
year-old brother to the celebrated Ham- 
burg. Others of note are Dartman, Choate, 
and Cathaire Mor, all two-year-oids. As these 
are all heavily engaged in the most valuable 
stakes of the Eastern turf, and Mr. Mackay 
has a capable jockey engaged in George 
Odom, the Mackay stable promises to figure 
prominentiy on the metropolitan race tracks 
in the future.

Twenty-five Events, Worth $85,000, to 
be Opened. 

The general plan of the stake programme 
for the coming Summer meeting at Sara-

Her Wonderful Memory, Quickness of 
Wit, and Keen Sense of 


Humor. 
From The London Globe. 

Prof. Morris. Moore of the University of 
Rome has written an account of an audi- 
ence which he had with the late Queen 
only a few months ago. The Royal Raphael 
Academy of Urbino elected her an honorary 
member of the: society, and Prof. Morris 
Moore, the President of the academy, was 
deputed to convey the artistic gifts unani- 
mously voted by that assembly to her 
Majesty. The address presented to her Ma- 
jesty made mention of the fact that the 
Ducal Palace of Urbino was erected four 
centuries ago by Duke Frederico, a Knight 


of the Order of the Garter. The professor, 
in his interview with the Queen on July 6, 
said he understood that there was a pict- 
ure of the Duke in the castle. It was then 
that the Queen gave an instance of her un- 
failing powers and the marvelous strength 
of her memory. “ Yes, certainly,’’ she re- 


‘plied; ‘‘I know we have the picture here. 


ou will find it on the wall to the left of 
che gallery. “It hangs high up. It was pur- 
chased -by the Prince Consort.’’ The profes- 
sor was taken to the ek: and there at 
the spot indicated by her Majesty was the 
portrait of the Duke Frederico, It is a mag- 
nificent work by Melozzo da Forli. The 
Vicar of Hey, who has officlated in his 

resent parish for sixty-three years, and 
fas served under four crowned heads, once 
read prayers before ‘ Princess Victoria ”’ 
at Leéds. Though she was only sixteen 
years old at the time, she said, when the 
vicar had his jubilee. she “ perfectly re- 
membered " sitting under him on that oc- 
easion. 

In Raikes’s journal, as quoted by a con- 
temporary, is an anecdote of the Queen’s 
presence of mind at the marriage of the 
eldest daughter of “~ Duke of Cambridge. 
The tale is put into the mouth of the Duke 
of Wellington. ‘‘ When we proceeded to the 
signatures,’ he wrote, ‘‘ the King of Han- 
over was very anxious to sign before 
Prince Albert, and when the Queen ap- 
proached the table he placed himself by 
her side, watching. his opportunity: She 
knew very well .what he was about, and 
just as the Archbishop was giving her the 
pen she suddenly dodged round the table, 
placed herself next to the Prince, then 
quickly took the pen. from the Afchbishop, 
signed, and gave it to Prince Albert, who 
signed next before it could be prevented.” 

An anecdote typical of the decision and 
kindness of the Queen is told concerning 
one of her first royal acts. She was much 
devoted to her riding master, Mr. Fozard, 
and asked if there was any office open 
which. he could fill. The reply was in the 
negative. ‘Then I will make one,”’ she 
said, and Mr. Fozard became “‘ her Majes- 
ty’s stirrup holder.” 

The Queen, for all her dignity, had a 
keen sense of humor, a quality to which 
two anecdotes just recalled give emphasis. 
She strongly disapproved of some little 
paper shades affixed to the candles in her 
room. She looked at them for a moment; 
then turned to the attendant and ordered 
her to ‘“‘ take off their petticoats.” 

She was alsc amused by the uncourtter- 
like comment of an old Scotchwoman who 
found her knitting stockings, a form of 
needlework unfamiliar to the Queen.

At the instance of Great Britain the 
other Great Powers of Europe interfered 
and imposed upon her the very different 
settlement of the Treaty of Berlin. Rus- 
sian sovereignty bowed to the control of 
the European concert, which is the pub- 
lic law of that Continent. The Crimean 
war was fought and the Treaty of Paris 
made to deny to Rugsia the right to 
make separate arrangements with Tur- 
key and the Balkan States which might 
be prejudicial to the peace of Europe. 
Again, Turkey is an independent sover- 
eign State, received into the family of 
nations, and Greece is sovereign, but in 
1886 the Great Powers established a pa- 
cific blockade to restrain Greece from 
going to war with Turkey, and in 1897 
they put constraint upon Turkey to 
compel her to withdraw her troops with- 
out accomplishing the complete conquest 
of Greece. 

The peace of Europe ts the law of Eu- 
rope. The law is enforced by the concert 
—the Great Powers acting together. Any 
act that endangers peace contravenes 
the law of the public system, and the 
concert may take jurisdiction. In this 
hemisphere the United States, a Nation 
which holds the indisputable primacy of 
the New World, exercises functions iden- 
tical within their field and limitations 
with those exercised in Europe by the con- 
cert. We have not assumed the supervis- 
ion of purely American relations, or dic- 
tated the territorial arrangements of our 
sister republics among themselves. We do 
forbid as “ dangerous to: our peace and 
safety’ attempts by European Powers 
“to extend their system to any portion 
of this hemisphere,” or otherwise to con- 
trol the destiny of neighboring national- 
ities. That is the public system of this 
hemisphere; and if it be urged that it as 
yet lacks formal acknowledgment the 
sufficient reply may be made that it is in 
~ prattice recognized, respected, and en- 
ced. Its object is avowed—the exclu- 
of causes of difference that might 

¢ “ dangerous to our peace and safe- 
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the law of this hemisphere as the peace 
of Europe is the law of that Continent. 

Subject to this law Cuba will exercise 
the rights of her sovereignty. But, it is 
asked, in submitting to this superior 
canon, will she divest herself of no right 
which the European concert concedes to 
its sovereign members and which the 
United States concedes to, say, Brazil or 
Chile? On this point we foresee contro- 
versy, and it may as well come that the 
be thrashed out until the 
grains of truth shall appear. 

What does Cuba want? Have her 
aspirations bounds and limits? “ We 
must not do to a small and weak people 
what we would not do to a great and 
powerful people or what we would not 
suffer to be done against ourselves,” 
said CHARLES SuMNER in the Senate in 
1871. But we may at least ask a small 
nation whether it would be wise to pro- 
ceed in all things as if it were a great 
nation. Does Cuba wish to erect coast 
defenses, build ships of war, maintain 
armies, up a diplomatic establish- 
ment, and contract a big national debt 
to pay for these luxuries of greatness? 
Js it her purpose to seek admission into 
the family of great nations, with the 
full privilege to sue and be sued, to make 
war and get whipped? Or will the good 
sense of her people make them see that 
without an armed ship save for revenue 
service, without an armed man save for 
internal police, Cuba would be one of the 
best defended among all the nations of 
the earth, unassailable save by Powers 
that were prepared to engage the army 
and navy of the United States, impreg- 
nable save by those who should first 
Will she impoverish her- 
self to forge a sword that the first “‘ puny 
whipster’"’ might take away? Or will 
she sensibly accept without cost to her- 
self the infinitely more effective, the 
amply sufficient, guarantee of our Na- 
tional policy, long ago declared, that the 
United States will not consent to see 
Cuba pass into the control of any Euro- 
pean power? But Mexico and the Cen- 
tral and South American republics—she 
might have quarrels with them?

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THE GREED OF SUBSIDIES. 


The many peculiar and extraordinary 
abuses involved in the present unprece- 
dented ship subsidy scheme have pre- 
vented the absurdity and futility of its 
general principle from being as obvious 
as they been to 
those that can understand the scheme. 
It is only too true, moreover, that the 
long indulgence by the country in spe- 
cial advantages granted by the General 
Government to favored interests at the 
expense of the public has blunted the 
perceptions of the people and demoral- 
ized their naturally healthy sentiment 
of independence. Subsidies are at their 
worst only protection more bald and im- 
pudent. There are such numbers of our 
citizens who have been profiting from 
legislative restriction of the right to buy 
of their competitors, that open payments 
from the Treasury to chosen beneficia- 
ries no longer seem the utterly unjusti- 
fiable thing they really are. 

Looked at in the light of general inter- 
est, it will be seen that the shipping sub- 
sidies must do more harm than good, 
even if they accomplish what it is con- 
tended that they will. If they reduce 
freight rates, and secure a monopoly of 
the carriage of American exports for 
American vessels, now carried by for- 
eign ships, the latter will not be driven 
from the sea. They will seek business 
elsewhere, and their competition will 
lessen the cost to our rivals of getting 
their products to market and by so 
much tend to reduce the price which we 
can obtain for our own products. The 
farmers who produce the great part of 
our exports will thus lose tn price what, 
by the hypothesis, they gain in freight, 
and will be forced in addition to pay 
their share of the taxes from which the 
subsidies are made up. We have had an 
example of this juggling with promised 
benefits and real burdens in our trade 
in woolens, Our manufacturers are not 
only taxed on their raw material, but 
they are deprived of a free choice in the 
markets of the world from the varieties 
of wool that may be mixed with advan- 
tage. Meanwhile the wool they do not 
and cannot buy goes to swell the supply 
and lessen the cost to their foreign ri- 
vals. If they had to find a sale for their 
products in foreign markets,. as the 
farmers do, their handicap would be still 
more serious. As it is, they are largely 
limited to the home market, and are 
aided in keeping that by the tariff fine 
imposed by law on purchases from their 
foreign cornpetitors. The farmers can 
have no such protection. They must 
pay, as the phrase is, “ coming and go- 
ing.”’ : 

There is a maxim among wise traders 
that “no bargain is a good one that is 
net good for both parties.” It is sound, 
and if it were not, trade would shortly 
stop. If men are left to manage their 
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their own way what trade is mutually 
profitable, but every arbitrary interfer- 
ence with their freedom in the hope of 
compelling one-sided bargains inevitably 
reduces the general advantage and in- 
jures those whom it intends or pretends 
to help. The Ship Subsidy act would 
prove no exception to this rule. In all 
probability it would not work at all as 
its authors and immediate beneficiaries 
claim that it would. The subsidies, in- 
stead of being used to reduce freights 
and extend business, would for the most 
part simply be pocketed. To the extent 
that this happened, the bill would resuit 
in a plain, every-day swindle, which in 
the main we think that it is intended to 
be. So far as it should prove not to be 
that, it would be an illusion. 


TEACHERS AND POLITICS. 


Our remarks as to the practice of some 
of the teachers in the public schools of 
sending petitions, through their pupils, for 
signature in order to bring pressure on 
the Legislature to maintain the present 
system of salaries, has brought us many 
comments, 

We are happy to learn from the re- 
sponsible officers of some of the teach- 
ers’ associations that this practice was 
not sanctioned by and in their 
It unquestion- 


them, 
opinion was not general. 
ably did exist, and in such shape that 
we were justified in inferring that it 
was general. We trust that the atten- 
tion that has been called to it will cause 
its abandonment altogether. 

Some of our correspondents defend the 
practice. Others think, while this par- 
ticular mode of action was not to be ap- 
proved, that far in con- 
demning the efforts of the teachers as a 
class in promoting their interests at Al- 
bany. They claim that the teachers 
have precisely the same right to try to 
influence the Legislature to their own 
advantage that any other class in the 
community has. One advocate of this 
view politely insinuates that we are in- 
sincere in our support of the present sal- 
ary plan because we criticise the way 
the teachers have taken to preserve it. 
We think that our friends do not quite 
see that the status of the teachers in this 
matter is different from that of other 
classes because they are in public em- 
ployment, and draw their support from 
the public Treasury. The organized and 
persistent influence of a body of some 
ten thousand citizens having this direct 
interest in legislation is not calculated to 
promote fair and deliberate action. 

One of the strongest reasons, in our 
opinion, why the present system should 
be maintained is that it places the ques- 
tion of salaries, within certain sound 
limits, in the hands of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, which can best judge what are 
the right and just rates of compensation, 
It has,and must feel, a much greater re- 
sponsibility for its action than would be 
felt by the Board of Estimate or the 
Municipal Assembly, to whom it is pro- 
posed to transfer authority to fix sala- 
ries. Neither mere pressure from the 
teachers nor other outside considerations 
would be likely to have undue influence 
on the board, 


THE NEEDS OF “ LITTLE ITALY.” 


For thirty years or more the Children’s 
Aid Society has bestowed more than an 
ordinary share of its attention to the ed- 
ucation and moral training of the. chil- 
dren of Italian immigrants who, in in- 
creasing numbers, within the period 
named, have been landed here. When 
first undertaken it was upon a very lim- 
ited scale. Then, when the tide of emi- 
gration from Italy began to flow more 
rapidly in our direction, the majority of 
the newly arrived Italians found a home 
in what was then known as the Five 
Points, and from that time forward it 
has always been a favorite quarter for 
these people and has now a dense popu- 
lation composed of that nationality. 

Twenty years ago, with the assistance 
given by wealthy Italian merchants and 
the representatives of the Italian Gov- 
ernment in this city, land was purchased 
and a building erected, which at the time 
afforded ample facilities for the work 
contemplated; but with the increase of 
population, the enlargement of the sphere 
of its activities and the change of its 
surroundings by reason of the erection of 
large business structures, interfering 
with light and ventilation and depriving 
the children of any opportunity for exer- 
cise and play, the present building is lack- 
ing in the accommodations such a useful 
and necessary work demands. Within 
the present structure there are main- 
tained a day and an evening school, a 
boys’ athletic club, cooking and sewing 
classes for girls, and manual training 
classes in wood and iron for boys. The 
average attendance at the day school at 
the present time is 580, at the evening 
school 860, and at the boys’ club 45. The 
evening school is attended by boys from 
fourteen to men of forty and fifty years 
of age—all of. them manifesting an in- 
tense desire to master the language of 
their adopted country. Surrounded on 
all sides by low dance halls and saloons, 
the school has for many years exerted a 
strong moral and deterrent influence, the 
effect of which upon the character and 
conduct of its beneficiaries it is impossi- 
ble to estimate. 

As we have before intimated, the time 
has arrived when a larger building bet- 
ter situated in reference to space, light, 
and ventilation, and with increased facil- 
ities for enlarging and adapting the work 
to present-day needs, is essential. The 
conditions which at present obtain, san- 
itary and otherwise, are defective, while 
the opportunities afforded by the crowd- 
ed neighborhood for doing good and bet- 
ter work than at any previous time are 
constantly increasing. 

Another problem which is pressing 
upon the managers of the Children’s Aid 
Society for solution is how to begin a 
work of a like character to that we have 
Gescribed in quarter known to many 
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of our readers as ‘' Little Italy,” situated 
in the region bounded by One Hundred 
and Fourth and One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Streets and lying between Second 
Avenue and the East River. Within re- 
cent years, for reasons difficult to deter- 
mine, a very large colony, composed of 
Italians who have but recently landed 
here, have been concentrating there. 
Their condition, as viewed from a sani- 
tary and philanthropic standpoint, com- 
pels the belief that the same remedial 
measures which have effected such good 
results in other neighborhoods are as 
certainly demanded in their case as in 
that of any other. 

The public, parochial, and other schools 
in that district are unable to accommo- 
date the number of children asking for 
seats, and these Italian children, entirely 
ignorant of our language, and without 
any conception of the requirements for 
admittance into the society of children 
of better habits, are roaming the streets 
and will become, if not placed under re- 
straint and influences of an uplifting 
character, unmanageable and proper can- 
didates for a reform school. 

The Children’s Aid Society sees and 
feels the need of such work among the 
people of “ Little Italy,” as it is quali- 
fied to accomplish. The society wishes 
to purchase lots and erect a building 
adapted to carrying on a comprehensive 
work, which shall include the children 
and youth of both sexes, and also enable 
it to reach the adults of that already 
overcrowded portion of our city. All that 
is Jacking is the means to enable the 
Trustees to set in motion the machinery, 
which has operated so beneficially in 
other sections of the city and which 
they believe is calculated to prove a 
blessing to the denizens of “ Little Italy ”’ 
as well as the old Italian colony in the 
Five Points. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

—As seen by the pious editor of The 
Chicago Interior, the condition of affairs 
in Cuba is neither promising nor pleasant. 
The independent Cubans, he says—mean- 
ing thereby, doubtless, the Cubans who 
desire immediate independence—‘‘ would be 
fighting among themselves already, and de- 
vastating the island, if our troops were not 
in possession. If our army is not with- 
drawn this year they will start a war any- 
Way, and against us. What the leaders 
want is an immediate opportunity for plun- 
der, for mortgaging the island, selling out 
its franchises, and indulging in a general 
financial debauch.’’ There may be certain 
elements of accuracy in this description, 
but does it not display a curious lack of 
that charity in judging one’s brother man, 
of that desire to think the, best of hlin 
rather than the worst, and of that ten- 
dency to credit him with virtue and wis- 
dom until ‘this conviction of vice and folly 
is absolutely necessary, which we all expect 
to find in the religious press? And grieved 
surprise is aroused even more when cne 
reads what The Interior thinks is the policy 
the United States should adopt toward its 
troublesome ward. It says on this point: 
“We see no way out of it but to give therm 
full opportunity, with a declaration on the 


part of the United States that the indebted-" 


ness which the Cubans will contract will 
not be recognized by the United States 
under any circumstances, nor will foreign 
powers be allowed to coerce the Cubans by 
force an arms. Then let them go at cach 
others’ throats ad libitum. We shall have 
to send an army there before many years 
to abate the nuisance once more.’ In 
other words, instead of taking into cunsid- 
eration, and making allowances for, the 
demoralizing influences, the oppression and 
the suffering, of Which the Cubans of to- 
day are the naturai result, instead of using 
eur strength and our knowledge patieni- 
ly for the purpose of putting them in the 
right road and keeping them there wntil 
the dispesition to stray from it disappears, 
We are to stand aside and let them cut 
cach other's throats until the islard, by the 
slaughter of all its present inhabitants, has 
been turned into a piece of real estate 
worth seizing! That may be good Presby- 
terianism—of «he Chicago brand—but it 
does not cdmmend itself to the man of 
ordinary kindliness of heart, even though 
he be one of the world’s people.

——Thirty-seven years ago the Sixteenth 
United States Infantry, having certain 
rather important business to transact in 
.the town of Jackson, Miss., performed the 
work with much thoroughness and dis- 
patch, and then, as a sort of memento of 
the occasion, took, seized, or othérwise 
acquired a printing press that for some 
mysterious reason had struck the re«i- 
mental fancy as a good thing to have. The 
ownership thus established, though per- 
haps slightly irregular in a few respects, 
has nevér been contested, in court or out 
of ii, and the vress is still in the posses- 
sion of the Sixteenth United States In- 
tantry. So, by a truly strange sequence 
of events, we are now in receipt of two 
copies of a small but well-appearing news- 
paper from Aparri, a town in Northern 
Luzon, Philippine Islands, and these news- 
papers, as one of them informs us, were 
printed on the very press which the Six 
teenth Infantry took unto itself so many 
years ago while it was transacting im- 
portant business in Jackson, Miss. The 
old press is evidently in good working or- 
der, for every letter in The Aparri News 
addresses the eye with whatever are the 
typographical equivalents for courage and 
self-respect. The general aspect of the 
paper is in every way superior to that 
presented by the common run of colonial 
journalism, and, though the columns are 
few and short, they are filled with real 
news, most of it distinctly local, and there- 
fore interesting, or with intelligent and 
not too serious comment on the same. Dis- 
cussing his historic and _ far-traveling 
press, the editor says: ‘‘It is now enjoy- 
ing the refreshing breeze that blows from 
the China Sea over Northern Luzon. [t 
is a long story from Mississippi during 
the great civil war to the insurrection in 
the Philippines in 1900. How much sery- 
ice this press had seen before it became 
the useful trophy of the Sixteenth United 
States Infantry cannot be known. It takes 
only thirty years’ service in the army of 
the United States before a soldier can 
retire, but this press is apparently sery- 
ing a second retirement. Nevertheless, it 
is a faithful servant yet, despite the fact 
that it-has had so many repuirs that it 
would be unrecognizable by the maker,” 
Perhaps there are people in Jackson who 
can make interesting additions to thig 
story. 


——Weather conditions in New York for 
the past week have been precisely those to 
reveal the worst qualities of asphalt pave- 
ment. When covered with a thin coating of 
fine, dry snow, and hardened. by a temper- 
ature most of the time below the freezing 
point, these pavements are about as ill- 
adapted for the use of horses as any that 
human ingenuity could devise, and thé 
spectacle which the poor animals have pre- 
sented as they made their perilous and 
painful way over the slippery surface that 
gave them no foothold whatever was even 


more trying than thet from which senaitive, 


observers suffered in the era of horse cars. 
Asphalt is cleanly and it is smooth, and in 
the happy time to come, when all horses 
will be banished from cities, it will form 
an almost ideal pavement, but it is the re- 
verse of that now, sifce snow, or even rain, 
renders pavements made of it instruments of 
torture to all draught animals and a source 
of no little danger to human beings. It 
seems as though American ingenuity might 
solve the problems it presents, for the as- 
phalt pavements undoubtedly are here to 
stay and their extent is bound to increase 
steadily with every year. Present horse- 
shoes met the requirements of other but no 
less «unnatural conditions, and their con- 
tinued use with the conditions materially 
changed is not an evidence of the Na- 
tional wisdom. 


—After Mrs. NATIon’s lecture at Kan- 
sas City, it is impossible to enteftain the 
hope expressed the other day that she is a 
woman with intelligence enough to under- 
stend the impunity she has hitherto en- 
joyed and to see the limits within which 
her peculiar operations are endurable. For 
in the lecture mentioned she asserted the 
right to ‘“‘smash” saloons in States that 
have no prehibition law, as well as in those 
that have, and based her right not on the 
illegality of the liquor. business in some 
localities, but on what she considers its 
wickedness in any. She ts thus reduced to 
the ranks of those who manufacture arti- 
ficial ‘ sins,’’ without human or divine au- 
thority, and who mistake their private 
opinions for the eternal principles of right 
and wrong. We notice that some of the 
women who have been supporting and aid- 
ing Mrs. NATION now suspect her of too 
eager a desire to turn the reputation or 
notoriety she has acquired into cash. Her 
disincHnation to give any more time to 
crusading in Kansas, and her manifest 
preference for the joys and profits of a 
lecture tour through other States, certain- 
ly tend to warrant such a suspicion. Sure- 
ly there is work enough for any one wo- 
man in Kansas, and confidence in Mrs. 
NATION'S disinterestedness will hardly sur- 
vive if she abandons the field she knows 
best and in which it is conceivable that her 
efforts may have certain commendable re- 
sults.

: The usefulness of Were 
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UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 


Have we not worn the Teller resolutions 
threadbare in our discussions of the future 
relations of Cuba with the United States? 
Have we not gone the limit in trying to 
attribute a meaning to those resolutions 
which was not intended? Is it not time to 
stop apologizing, and with this fundamental 
expression of the will of the people of the 
United States for a basis proceed in the 
work of establishing satisfactory political 
and commercial relations with the Island 
of Cuba? ‘‘ The new Cuba,” said President 
McKinley in his last annual message, “ yet 
to arise from the ashes of the past must 
needs be bound to us by ties of singular 
intimacy and strength, if its enduring wel- 
fare is to be assured.’’ By the very nature 
of things there can be no forcible annex- 
ation to the’ Nation representing the abso- 
lute liberties of the people. The anti-im- 
perialist fanatics know this perfectly well. 
If Cuba becomes part of the United States 
it will be because the Cubans, having won 
their lberty, their sovereignty, if you 


please, shall so decree. Intelligent Cubans 
understand this, and so should intelligent 
Americans. 

The relations of Cuba with the United 
States were not embodied in the Teller 
resolutions, nor is it even necessary to de- 
fine them in the Constitution. In my opin- 
ion, THE Timgs is one of the few of our 
public journals that have gone below the 
surface in discussing the Cuban situation. 
Surely you voice the sentiment of the 
American people when you say 
are not so short of memory and fickle of 
impulse as to have ‘expended many thou- 
sands of valuable lives and four hundred 
millioris of treasure in abolishing ‘‘a hell 
on earth’’ at our doors, merely for the 
sake of establishing another under a new 
management. Whatever the Constitution of 
Cuba may be, and however complete its 
autonomy or sovereignty, no Government 
of the United States will ever dare to with- 
draw United States protection from the 
Island of Cuba until all possibility of such 
a recurring peril has been removed. It is 
not my intention to discuss the political, 
but the economic and commercial, aspect 
of the question. The following from_an 
editorial appearing in THE Times of Feb. 
2, clearly defines our responsibilities in 
Cuba, and should be carefully considered 
by both Cuban and American officials who 
have in charge the shaping of the future 
relations of the two countries: 

No Government with a sense of responsibility 
to the people it represents could be so reckless 
or future perils and trouble, so indifferent to 
the counsels of common prudence, as to Jet the 
forts and the forees of Cuba, the independent 
power to make treaties and conclude agreements 
with foreign countries, and the responsibility of 
internal tranquillity pass wholly out of ee 
until its own interests had been recognized and 
adequately protected. The definition of our re- 
lation to the Republic of Cuba is very likely more 
fit matter for a treaty than for a constitution, 
but we sincerely hope the convention now in 
session in Havana will see and understand the 
necessity of considering with open minds the de- 
mands we shall be compelled to make. 

As the demands the United States will 
make on Cuba are all for the good of Cuba, 
for its future peace and prosperity, as well 
as for the general welfare of the United 
States, I apprehend there will be no diffi- 
culty when once we sit side by side with 
the Cubans and calmly face the condition 
which confronts us. The Island of Cuba 
belongs.to the Cubans to have and to hold, 
to manage and to direct, with only such 
reservations as its political and commercial 
conditions may impose upon it. 

In the first place, its very existence as a 
nation depends upon its ties of intimacy 
with the United States. The strength of 
those ties will protect Cuba from outside 
aggression and hold the island intact dur- 
ing the period of industrial reconstruction 
so auspicuously begun since Uncle Sam has 
been at the helm. In the course of my of- 
ficial work in 1898 and in occasional subse- 
quent visits to Cuba it has been my privi- 
lege to meet Cubans of all classes, and, as 
a rule, I have found them reasonable and 
just toward the United States. They under- 
stand perfectly well that Cuba, for many 
reasons, has an exceptional importance for 
the United States. The Gulf of Mexico 
and the Caribbean Sea are destined to be- 
come the centre of the commerce of the 
world, and the geographical position of 
Cuba makes it indispensable that the clos- 
est commercial and political rela- 
tions shouldt exist between this _ isl- 
and and the United States. In my 
opinion, these relations are so interchange- 
able that an agreement between the two 
countries can be reached, which, while giv- 
ing Cuba all the independence the proudest 
and most patriotic of her citizens could 
desire, will at the same time establish a 
partnership which would remain for ever 
unchanged unless the people of Cuba by 
and with the consent of the people of the 
United States should become part and par- 
cel of the greater Republic. 

In these days it should be borne in mind 
that the distinctive feature of civilization 
and power is commerce. Political favor 
and influence are subsidiary to it. Much 
of last year I spent in a kingdom having 
a population of 7,000,000, a Constitution as 
enlightened as that of the United States, 
a Chamber of Deputies and Upper Cham- 
Ler, an intelligent King, all the pomp and 
ceremony of a Court, a splendid army 
and as absolute sovereignity as the most 
erthusastic of my Cuban friends could 
wish for. Suddenly there arose a desire 
on the part of these people to make war 
on‘a nelghboring State. War there would 
liave been had not the commercial inter- 
ests of the larger neighboring State in- 
tervened, and political power and influence 
were subordinated to the commercial as- 
pect of the situation. ; 

So it will be with our Cuban friends. 
Cuba has had enough of war and of its 
horrors. It wants no more. An enduring 
peace can only be assured by an alliance 
with the United States. So long as the 
guns of the United States bristle from the 
turrets of Morro Castle and the Cuban and 
American flags float over the harbors of 
Havana and Santiago, Cuba will be at 
peace with all the world. With peace as- 
sured prosperity will follow. The nearer 
akin’ the Cuban commercial relations to 
the United States are to free trade the bet- 
ter for Cuba. These ties must be of singu- 
lar intimacy and strength. To give Cuba 
the most favored nation clause would de- 
stroy rather than vivify her sugar in- 
dustry. The Cuban planter at this moment 
is knocking at the door of Congress for a 
reduction of 50 per cent. of the duty on 
Cuban sugar. He sees that Porto Rico 
and Hawail have come in under the um- 
brella of the United States and he knows 
perfectly well that unless a similar con- 
cession is made to him the chief source 
of wealth of the island will never be re- 
vived. 

It would have been well for the Constitu- 
tional Convention if some of the more in- 
telligent and farseeing Cuban planters had 
been allotted a prominent place in its 
deliberations. Had this been done we should 
have heard more about the necessity .of 
exceptional commercial relations with the 
United States. The Cuban planter has a 
peculiar financial individuality. He is the 
source which must supply the river of gold 
to all the other trades of the island. He 
apparently is robbed by all who approach 
him, but he, in turn, borrows from those 
he deals with, and, of late years, he has 
gotten even = the end by not being able 
to pay anybody. 

Tp be able to appreciate to its full extent 
ituation of the island from 
standpoint, we have only 

figures. Cuba, ~ pu. 
roduced a crop 1,200,000 tons, which, at 
Boo per ton, yielded $72,000,000. In 1896 it 
produced 250,000 tons, equal to $15,000,000. 
Cuba may again make these large crops, 
and even larger crops, but it will be under 
such severe competition with Germany and 
other Continental beet-producing countries 
that unless closely allied to the United 
States it will have to struggle for its very 
existence, and it will be a case of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. The European pro- 
ducers having come to the conclusion that 
they need not fear any longer the Cuban 
competition, and with Cuba absolutely sep- 
arated from the United States feel they 
will have equal advantage in our market, 
they have accordingly augmented their out- 
jut to an exaggerated extent, as the fol- 
lowing statistics show:

That is, the European production was 
augmented last year in a_quantity not far 
from twice the average Cuban crops dur- 
ing the last five years. This fact is an im- 
mediate and direct consequence of the be- 
lief that Cuban planters being utterly 
ruined, the European factories must take 
advantage of so favorable an opportunity, 
The well-being of almost the whole Guban 
population and the successful operation -of 
many auxiliary businesses are dependifig 
upon the fate of the sugar industry.~- The 
large Cuban central plantations, which are 
now (only excepting their splendid machin- 
ery) in a pitiful condition, could come 
places not only for producing wealth, but 
also for technical education, provided the 
present prostration could be overcome. 

Cuba can only be placed in a prosperous 
economical condition by a treaty or con- 
vention with the United States that will 
give her planters an advantage almost 
equivalent to that given Porto Rico. The 
existing tariff relations—although I am in 
a measure rsonally responsible for them 
--are abominable and cannot exist long 
without Cuba rapidly growing away from 
the United States, and the commercial in- 
terests of the United States as regealy be- 
coming indifferent to Cuba. Existing tar- 
iffs give Cuba no advantage in our mar- 
ket, nor the United States any advantage 
suis Wea re SRE Sat 
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with Russia or with Spain, we are govern= 
ing the tsland, deciding the rates of cus- 
toms duty, one ng the revenues, valuing 
the merchandise, classifying the imports, 
and running the machine. If, when we 
took possession, we had said 50 per cent. 
off for all merchandise imported from the 
United States to Cuba and 50 per cent. off 
for all Cuban products imported into -the 
United States, the two countries would have ~ 
been nearer-together now. Radical as this 
looks, the McKinley reciprocity treaty with 
Cuba of 1890 established relations nearer to 
free trade. 

The Cubans can not, and I am satisfied 
they will not, expect the United States to 
give up additional revenue and to establish 
closer commercial relations with them than 
with any other country without in turn 
adopting the self-protecting measure which 
THe Times says must be demanded by any 
Government awake to the serious possibili- 
ties of an unstable Government in Cuba, 
The remotest chance of Cuba again fall- 
ing prey to a European power must be 
eradicated, and for this purpose Cuba must 
agree to borrow no money from European 
powers. After wiping out ten millions per 
annum of interest, and giving Cuba its 
entire revenue for internal uses, Cuba can- 
not expect the United States to demand 
less than such an agreement. This does 
not mean that Cuba shall not pay its law- 
ful debt, nor does it mean that a rea- 
sonable compensation may not be paid its 
soldiers. The United States will, in my 
opinion, make no demand on Cuba that is 
not for its ultimate good, both politically 
and commercially, and surely such demands 
for mutually closer relations cannot hurt 
the pride of the most sensitive Cuban. Un- 
less these relations do become “ties of 
singular intimacy,” there will be no flow 
of American capital to the island, enter- 
prise will cease, the sugar industry will 
remain in its present forlorn condition, and 
allied industry will languish. 

I know it is claimed there is no senti- 
ment.in business, but what will the outer 
business world think of the common sense 
of the Cubans, to say nothing of their in- 
gratitude, should they fail to make such a 
close alliance? A well-known Cuban busi- 
ness man writes me: 

The basis of Cuba's existence, the raison 
d'etre, so to speak, of the island, is its wonder- 
ful properties for sugar producing. The climate 
and the quality of the soil could not be better 
addpted to produce cane if they had been made 
for this exclusive purpose, as can be judged by 
the results obtained even now, considering the 
lack of attention it receives. Give Cuba good 
sugar crops and remunerative prices for the 
next three years and politics will become un- 
known and unpopular in the island, and this will 
be more beneficial than a dozen constitutional 
conventions. 

With good crops Cuba wants a good mar- 
ket—that of the United States. The fact 
is, Cuba produces what the United States 
Wants; and the United States can supply 
better than any other country nearly ail 
that Cuba wants, Reciprocity would tie 
Cuba closely to the United States. As the 
President says: ‘‘ Whether these _ ties 
shall be organic or conventional, the des- 
tinies of Cuba are in some rightful form 
and manner irrevocably linked with our 
own.” The chains which link Cuba to 
the United States dispel no dream of free 
Cuba. Cuba may become an entity, a re- 
ality, yet its commercial interests and po- 
litical future may be one with the United 
States.

A thoughtful mind pauses to define some 
of these terms. What would make a Woe 
man a “ National woman,” or give a@ Wo- 
man a “ National position’’? What would 
make a man a “National man” or give 
him a ‘“‘ National position '’? We may pre- 
sume that a “ National man” is one who 
serves or represents his Nation as a states- 
man, soldier, salior, scholar, scientist, &c.~ 
a man who by his own intrinsic power or 
service upholds or typifies his Nation, his 
“National position’’ being the result of 
his National fame for benefits to his Na- 
tion. Is every politician seeking office a 
‘National man’’? Can any man be a 
‘*National man” through the services or 
abilities of another man? Is a woman a 
‘National woman” simply because her 
husband holds some official position under 
the National Government, or must a woman 
be a ‘‘ National woman” because of her 
own intrinsic powers and services? The 
present social status of an American wo- 
man raises her above a position of de- 
pendence. She may be a “ National wo- 
man’ and hold a “‘ National position’ be- 
cause of her own personal abilities and 
services. 

It would be rather difficult to prove from 
the by-laws of the Bociety of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution that the 
‘“‘fundamental principles of the organiza- 
tion favor the election of a National wo- 
man,’ and *‘a woman of as much Nation-= 
al position as possible,’’ or, in other words, 
plain and simple, the wife of a Government 
official, to the position of President Gen- 
eral. The Board of Management at Wash- 
ington favors this principle because it 
favors the centralization of power at Wash- 
ington. The fundamental principles of the 
organization are not political, but they are 
principles of National patriotism. 

The President General of this organiza- 
tion should be personally a capable, inde- 
pendent, strong, typical American woman, 
representing not the centralized, but the 
National, interests of the organization 
over which she presides; one whose prin- 
ciples, consistent with the by-laws and 
fundamental principles of that organiza- 
tion, should be patriotism and not politics. 
Tt- is.ef- vital importance that the woman 
electéd:-to the office of President General 
éfthe-Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tiom Should at this time come from beyond 
a ralization circles.

Von Waldersee Dissatisfied with 
Actions of French Troops. 





French Commander Claims Entire Inde- 
pendence and Insists on Sending 
Out an Expedition. 





PEKING, Feb. 10.—Coun von Waldersee 
fs very much dissatisfied with the conduct 
of the French troops near Pao-Ting-Foo, 
and also with their avowed intention, in 
spite of his protests against it, to organize 
an expedition to take possession of Shan- 
Si. He takes the ground that expeditions, 
except for police purposes, or against bands 
of robbers, should not be undertaken dur- 
ing peace negotiations. 

Gen. Bailloud, the French commander at 
Pao-Ting-Foo, says that he is acting in en- 
tire independence of Count von Waldersee, 
and believes the wisest course to be to nip 
the incipient rebellion in the bud. He as- 
rerts that he was attacked on three sides 
by a number of Chinese while out with a 
few men near Pao-Ting-Foo, and his theory 
is that the power of the foreigners should 
be shown, if possible, whenever an occa- 
sion arises. 

A staff officer of Count von Waldersee 

invéstigated the Pao-Ting-Foo affair 
goula. find no evidences of such trouble as 
fad been reported. On the contrary, he be- 
belfeves there are grounds for. supposing 
quite the opposite, although probably there, 
as elsewhere, considerable numbers of dan- 
gerous robbers infest the country districts. 

At next Tuesday’s meeting the foreign en- 
voys will consider the plans submitted by 
the Military Committee for the legation 
defenses.

CHINESE REFORMATION. 


Imperial Decree Calls for Information 
from Outside Sources, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Minister 
has received from Sheng, the Director of 
Railways and Telegraphs, a summary of 
the recent Chinese imperial edict contem- | 
plating recommendations for a general ref- 
ormation of the seven branches of the Gov- | 
ernment of China. That decree said that, 
in order to obtain a true basis for reform, 
the Emperor commanded consultations be- 
tween the Ministers of the Privy Council, 
the six boards, the nine officers, the Chi- 
nese Ministers at foreign Courts, and all 
the Viceroys and Governors. 

Heretofore in all requests for recommen- 
dations for reform, recommendations were 
asked only from Chinese oficials but the 
Jatest edict is much more comprehensive 
and invites suggestions from the Ministers 
of the Government at foreign Courts. This 
is regarded as very significant by Minister 
W u, as it gives an opportunity for the Min- 
isters to lay before the Government recom. 
mendations which from their contact with 
the foreigners they. believe will be for the 
best interests of the- Government. 

The Minister will await a full copy of the 
decree before making his reply, but he re- 
gards the step taken by the Emperor as a 
decidedly fmportant one which will result 
in great benefit to the Imperial Govern- 
went,

INTERESTS OF FRENCH FARMERS. 


Bounty on Wheat Exports and Lower 
Duty on Sugar May Aid Them, 
LILLE, France, Feb. 10.—Jean Dupuy, 
Minister of Agriculture, was the principal 
speaker to-day at a meeting of the North- 
em Agricultural Society, where several 
speakers dwelt upon the injury resulting to 
the farming interests of France from the 
accumulation of stocks of foreign wheat, 
which, they asserted, was facilitated by 
the modifications of the customs tariff and 
had led to unfair competition, often com- 
pelling the farmer to sell wheat below the 


Replying to these statements, M. Dupuy 
said the situation was not peculiar to 
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France, as ail countries suffered from 
similar conditions. He believed the new 
bill, regulating the system of importation, 
and the project of a great premium on ex- 
portation, payable in money by the Treas- 
ury, would bring the desired remedy. This, 
he said, would shortly be discussed in the 
Senate. 

Dealing with the sugar question, which 
he admitted was a very complicated matter, 
M. Dupuy said it would be necessary to 
examine whether the existing laws could 
be so modfied as to aid French industry 
in this direction. He promised to propose 
to send two representatives of the sugar 
industry to the Brussels conference 
sugar bounties when it reopened. 
while, he pointed out, the Minister of 
Finance was seeking means to develop 
sugar consumption by a material reduction 
of duties. It would be impossible, how, 
ever, he declared, for the Chamber of 
Deputies to legislate upon the question 
betore prorogation.

Farm Products Is Planned. 
BERLIN, Feb. 10.—To-day the Vorwaerts, 
the leading Socialist organ, prints an ap- 
peal from, the Socialist members of the 
Reichstag to the working classes in Ger- 
many against the proposal to increase the 
duties on cereals. Simultaneously a million 
copies of the appeal were distributed 
throughout the country, in the form of a 

handbill. 

Its authors claim that an increase in the 
duties is contemplated not only in the 
case of cereals, but also in all agricultural 
products, including meats, 
Ttruits, and vegeiables. 

With the appeal the Vorwaerts publishes 
an editorial asserting that, even unde:

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—Eduard Bernstein, the 





Sixteen Dressmaking Firms, Including 
Worth, Redfern, and Paquin, In- 
volved in the Movement. 

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The strike in the Paris 
dressmaking trade has assumed formidable 
proportions. The first to strike were the 
journeymen tailors employed by a few 
firms mainly engaged in putting out tallor- 
made costumes. These, chiefly foreigners, 
eemptained against the arbitrary distribu- 


tion. of piece work by the cutters, and de- 
manded fixed wages. Thus far about six- 
teen firms are inyolved, including such 
well-known houses as Worth, Redfern, 
Paquin, Doucet, La Ferriere, D’Oeuillet, 
and Raudnitz, 

This afternoon the strikers held a meet- 
ing at the Labor Exchange, where it ap- 
peared that some 4,000 tailors have joined 
the movement. Numerous seamstresses, 
whom the tailors are urging to strike en 
masse in order to prevent the employers 
from setting them to do the work of the 
men, were present. 

The speakers, among them Louise Michel, 
urged the men to hold out, on the ground 
that the busy Spring season was about to 
begin, and the employers would be com- 
pelled to yield. One orator, in the course 
of a violent speech, suggested burning the 
workshops of recalcitrant firms with petro- 
leum, but this proposal met with a cold 
reception. 

The meeting finally decided to demand an 
eight-hour day and 6f. for women. The em- 
ployers were given until to-morrow to re- 
ply. If they do not yield, a general strike 
will be declared. 

To-day’s action was evidently an attempt 
to enlist the support of the women. 








PRESENTATIONS AT COURT. 


Those Made to Queen Victoria Will 
Hold Good Now.

He was appointed 
to the chair of hygiene of the University 
of Munich in 1865 and was made President 
of the Cholera Commission in 1873. In 1882 
was made a hereditary noble of Ba- 
varia. 

As a chemist Prof. Pettenkofer made 
many special studies and published several 
works. As a hygienist he published im- 
portant books on ventilation, and on the 
propagation and prevention of cholera.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Feb. 10.—Advices 
received to-day by the British steamer

THE ENGLISH Book or CoMMON PRAYER.— 
One of the many changes brought about by 
the Queen's death in British customs that 
have been practically unaltered during the 
last sixty-three years is the necessary re- 
editing of the Book of Common Prayer of 
the Established Church. One of the first 
Orders of the King in Council, in accord- 
ance withthe Act of Uniformity was to 
this effect. The order was issued in a spe- 
cial edition of The Gazette Extraordinary, 
and within a week the King’s printers, 
Kyre & Spottiswoode, had promulgated the 
order to the head of every parish in the 
United Kingdom, It the meantime the new 
Book of Common Prayer was being turned 
off the press at the rate of 5,000 copies 
a day. he part of the Order in Council 
commanding the changes in the book reads 
as follows: 

_“ His Majesty was pleased this Day in. 
Council to declare his Royal Will and 
Pleasure, That in all the Prayers, Litur- 
gies, ard Collects for the Queen, instead of 
the Word ‘Queen’ the Word ‘ King,’ in- 
stead of the Word ‘ Victoria’ the Word 
‘Edward,’ instead of the Words ‘ our Sov- 
ereign Lacy’ the Words ‘our Sovereign 
Lord,’ and in the prayer for the Royal Fam- 
ily instead of the Words ‘ Albert Edward 
Prince of Waies, the Princess of Wales 
the Words ‘ our Gracious Queen Alexandra, 
George Duke of Cornwall and York, the 
Duchess of Cornwall and York’ to be_in- 
serted: And that, in all the Prayer, Lit- 
urgies, and Collects, so altered, such 
Change of the pronouns ‘ She,’ ‘ Her,’ and 
‘Hers’ be made as will be by those Alter- 
ations rendered necessary.”’ 

The order, moreover, commands ‘ That 
no Edition of the Common Prayer be from 
henceforth printed but with this Amend- 
ment.”’

EFFECT OF THE DEATH OF QUEEN VIC- 
TORIA UPON INDUSTRIAL FRANCE.—Accord- 
ing to the Paris press, the death of the 
Queen of England has given an immense 
impetus to certain branches of French 
industry. In the week following her de- 
mise orders estimated at 5,000,000f. were re- 
celved at St. Etienne alone. It is said 
to have been the same in other towns in 


France where mourning fabrics are manu- 


factured. Enormous quantities of black 
ribbon, iace, and crape are being constant- 
ly forwarded to England; at the same time, 


equally extensive orders for fabrics ap- 
osropriate for the coronation of Edward 


‘II, are arriving every day. 

Le Petit Journal, in commenting on_ the 
subject, says that the loss which England 
has sustained has turned into quite a wind- 
fall for many ribbon manufacturers of 
France. ‘They had large stocks of black 
ribbons on hand; these have been cleared 
out, and the manufacturers have, in addi- 
tion, been able, by a process of rapid dry 
dyeing, to convert large quantities of col- 
ored ribbon into black ribbon, thus getting 
rid of stock which was looked upon as 
‘dead.’ Then, too, it is asserted in in- 
dustrial circles that as the period of mourn- 
ing in England is to be a long one the 
French manufacturers look forward to a 
busy and profitable time. In Havre, where 
a long strike had reduced many of the 
owners of spindles to absolute want, activ- 
ity prevails, the differences between the 
masters and the operators having been ad- 
justed within a week after the death of 
the Queen. In other sections, however, 
strikes are threatened unless new_conces- 
sions inspired by the revival of business 
be granted the operators.

A Curious POLITICAL SITUATION IN DEN- 
MARK.—Owing to recent secessions from 
the Conservative Party in both houses of 
the Danish Parliament, the coming session 
will reveal that the Government has a ma- 
jority of one in the upper house, and hard- 
ly a single adherent in the lower. The 
cause of the split in the Government party 
is said to be the unpopularity of the Pre- 


mier, M. Sehested. The secessionists, who 
include several well-known aristocrats, 
such as Count Frys, Count Ahlefeldt, and 
Baron de Reedtz- tt, the late Premier, 
are the largest landéd proprietors in Den- 
mark. They have formed themselves into 
an independent Conservative group, and 
are prepared on the important question of 
taxation reform to vote with the Radicals. 
The conflict which is beginning is regarded 
as important in Copenhagen because the 
result will determine whether power will 
pass from the hands of the Conservatives, 
who have enjoyed it for many years, to a 
Radical or a coalition Cabinet, or whether 
the Conservatives will still retain office, it 
mot being compulsory on the part of the 
Cabinet to retire after a defeat brought 
about by personal antagonism. 

In the meantime the Cabinet is said to 
possess the full confidence of the King, 
while the action of the secessionists is 
strongly condemned in Court circles, the 
sentiment of which was recently made 
manifest in an unsigned leading article, at- 
tributed without contradiction to the Crown 
Prince, which appeared in the Berlingske 
Tidende. Though the article professed to 
treat only of a political question of.no real 
importance, its whole ‘import was against 
Count Frys and his colleagues. The Con- 
stitutional correctness of this step is dis- 
eussed with much animation by the Copen- 
hagen press, where it is asserted that 
everything points to a disintegration in the 
ranks of the old Conservative Party and 
the establishment of new rules of action.

THE NEUTRALITY OF BELGIUM.—It now ap- 
pears by the latest mail advices from 
Brussels that the scheme of Belgian in- 
tervention in the Transvaal was merely an 
incident in the Conservative § agitation 
against the presumption that Belgium has 
the perpetual right to maintain her neu- 
trality by force of arms—the latter being 
the contention of the Military Reform Com- 
mission, which has, just recommended a 
complete reorganization of the Belgian 
Army on a scale which shall make the 
country’s neutrality more than a mere 
figure of speech. .The main question at 
issue is whether Belgium can continue to 


rely upon England to maintain her (Bel- 
gium’s) status as a buffer State when at 
any time Franco-German complications 
might arise in which Great Britain could 
not afford to intervene, in which case, as 
Liége is the key to the Meuse Valley, Bel- 
gium might become the battle ground of 
German and French armies. Jn 1870 Bel- 
gium received warnings from both Berlin 
and Paris to prepare a defense of her 
frontier. It is asserted that then the pres- 
tige of England alone prevented her terri- 
tory from being invaded. 

Now, everywhere in military and Mvlo- 
matic circles on the Continent the inevita- 
ble action of Belgium in an elaborate aug- 
mentation of her defenses is taken to 
indicate that Belgium realizes that the 
prestige of Great Britain has recently di- 
minished. Such is said to be the whole 
import of the recent address to the Reform 
Commission made by Col. Ducarne, Direct- 
or General of Military Operations. He 
pointed out that recent eer had proved 
that ‘‘ treaties are simply a diplomatic fig- 
ment; from a military point of view the 
are worthless.”” This view, he explained, 
does not imply any disrespect to the great 
powers, least of all to Great Britain, the good 
taith of which he would not for a moment 
impeach. ‘But history teems with in- 
stances where treaty rights have been 
obliged to yield to force majeure."’ Among 
such instances, he said, are the Republics 
of Venice and Switzerland, whose inde- 
pendence had been repeatedly made sub- 
servient to the conflict of more important 
interests. 

Apart from this, however, Col. Ducarne 
upheld that it is not only Belgium’s right, 
but her duty, to assert her neutrality 
should circumstances arise which might 
call it into question. He cited the London 
Conference, when Lord Palmerston insisted 
on the necessity of Belgium as a buffer 
State, and the accompanying recognition 
of her right to uphold her title thereto, and 
in conclusion he discussed the contingenc 
of internal disorders in Belgium whic 
might threaten the peace of her neighbors 


and render an armed intervention expe- 
dient on other grounds than those of mere 
conquest.

THe TIBETAN MISSION TO Sr. PEeTeR® 
BuURG.—Since the mission from the Spiritual 
Head of Tibet has arrived in St, Peters- 
burg, foreign correspondents in that city 
have had very little to say on the subject, 
while the local press, presupposing resent- 
ment in Engiand over the Tibetan-Russian 
entente, is attempting to show that the de- 


sire for a rapprochement emanated from 
Tibet, and not from the Russian Govern- 
ment. The following passage, however, 
from an article in the Birschevija Viedo- 
mosti, is -believed in diplomatic circles ,to 
indicate Russia’s real position in the mat- 
ter: 

‘With the exception of Ladakh, which 
forms its extreme western territory, Tibet 
oorders on our neighbor and protégé, 
China, which, like other Asiatic countries, 
has always been protected by Russia 
against Enelish manoeuvres. Russia’s un- 
shakable power in China, where we bring 
with eivilization also ‘contentment and 
peace, rests upon her role of protectress. 
That Russia will remain faithful to that 
part during coming events in Asia is mani- 
fest from her way of dealing with the pres- 
ent situation—that is to say, the recali of 
her troops from Peking and her readiness 
to submit the question of compensation to 
the international tribunal at The Hague,” 


STUDENT RIOTS IN SPAIN 
Stone the Police and Cry “ Down 
with the Jesuits.” 








Monks Also Attacked—Authorities Take 
Extensive Measures to Re- 
press Disorder, 





MADRID, Feb. 10.—Late last evening, at 
the close of a meeting of the Students’ 
Union on the occasion of a lecture dealing 
with the anti-clerical play ‘‘ Electra,’’ the 
students demonstrated and stoned the 
police. Four policemen, including two Lieu- 
tenants, and three students were badly in- 
jured. A number of others were slightly 
hurt, but were able to go to their homes, 
Twenty-six arrests were made, and several 
of the persons in custody will be court- 
martialed. It was 2 o’clock this morning 
before quiet was restored, and mounted 
gendarmes patrolled the streets all night. 

Similar demonstrations occurred this 
evening on Alcala Street. 

The authorities, evidently alarmed, took 
extensive measures last night to cope with 
a revival of disorder. 

The Communal Club has presented a peti- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior against 
religious congregations on the ground that 
several of these are engaged in business. 
The petition asks for the suppression of un- 
— bodies, notably the Society of 

El Imparcial protests vigorously against 
the stoning of the carriage of the Papal

Speaking generally of the situation in 
Spain, it says: ‘‘ Disasters and misfortunes 
have exhausted the pattence of the country, 
for no attempt is made to remedy them. 
General indignation prevails.”’ 

Other liberal organs refer to the disquiet- 
ing conditions, El Liberal publishes an ar- 
ticle under the caption ‘The People in 
Ebullition.” 

At Valladolid yesterday, at the close of 
the lectures, the university students demon- 
strated against clerica establishments, 
stoning the convents and monasteries. It 
was necessary for the gendarmes to charge 
them, and a municipal guardsman was 
wounded, 

Thereupon the students marched to the 
Jesuit College, shouting ‘‘ Long live lib- 
erty!’' and ‘** Down with the Jesuits!”’ 
They shattered the windows with stones 
and did not disperse until the rector of the 
university personally appealed to them to 
be prudent and granted them holidays. 

To-day in Valladolid the Franciscans who 
appeared in the streets were stoned and 
compelled to take refuge in the town hall. 
At the conclusion of the bull fight there 
the gendarmes charged the crowd, which 
had stoned the windows of tradesmen for 
refusing to ciose their shops. 

At Barcelona yesterday a group of stu- 
dents demonstrated in front of the sem- 
inary, shouting “Long live liberty! ’’ and 
‘*Down with Clericalism!’’ They were dis- 
persed by the police. 

It is said that a luncheon will soon be 
iven by a Grandee of Spain in honor of 
efior Galdos, author of “ Blectra,’’ and 
that representatives of the Republican and 
Liberal groups, among them Sefior Romero 
vy Robledo, will be present, with a view of 
planning a campaign against all forms of 
reaction. 

The Prefect of Valladolid has authorized 
an anti-Clérical meeting on condition that 
it is not held in the street. 

Anti-clerical demonstrators in Valencia 
yesterday stoned the Prefect's carriage. 


BANQUET TO PRINCE CHARLES. 


Brilliant Function at Madrid—Holidays 
in Honor of the Wedding Re- 


fused by Students. 

MADRID, Feb. 10.—The banquet given 
at the Palace last evening by the Queen 
Regent in honor of Prince Charles of Bour- 
bon, who will wed the Princess of the 
Austurias, and of his parents, the Count 
and Countess of Caserta, was an extremely 
brilliant affair. A band of halberdiers 
played during the function. 

On the right of the Regent sat the Count 
of Caserta, the Infanta Maria Theresa, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Marquis Agui- 


lar de Campos; the Infanta Eulalia, and 
the Minister of Marine, Vice Admiral 


Ramos Izquierdo. On her left sat Prince 
Charles of Bourbon, the Princess of the 
Austurias, the President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, and the Princess Immaculata. 
The Regent's mother, Archduchess Eliza- 
beth, sat opposite her, with distinguished 
guests on each glide. 

The Regent's brother, Archduke Eugene, 
arrived at noon to-day and will attend the 
Court ball to-morrow. 

It is estimated that some forty former 
Cabinet Ministers will be present at the 
wedding, which will take place in the 
Palace chapel. The details of the ceremony 
have not yet been fully arranged, but it is 
now probable that the bride and bride- 
groom will not appear in the streets, but 
that the function will be carried out entire- 
ly within the Palace walls. 

Six hundred students have sent an ad- 
dress to the Minister of Public Instruction, 
Senor Garcia Alix, declaring that, ‘‘ consid- 
ering the marriage of the Princess of the 
Austurias with the son of him who caused 
the nation so many sorrows to be a na- 
tional misfortune and a reason for mourn- 
ing instead of rejoicing,’’ they deemed it 
their duty not to accept holidays in honor 
of the event. 

Senor Ugarte, the Minister of the Inte- 
rior, said in the course of an interview 
that yesterday's troubles were more seri- 
ous than those of the process days, be- 
cause political factions had joined with the 
students and, therefore, he had resolved to 
adopt vigorous measures of repression.

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COL. A. D. SHAW DEAD. 


His Body Found in His Room in a 
Washington Hotel—Formeriy Com- 
mander in Chief of Grand Army. 
Special to The New York Times. 


“WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Representative 
Albert D. Shaw of Watertown, N. Y., for- 
merly Commander in Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, was found dead this 
morning in his room at the Riggs House. 
A physician, summoned immediately after 
the discovery of the body, pronounced 
death due to apoplexy, probably about 2 
o’clock in the morning. Col. Shaw had 
returned about 1:30 o’clock from a ban- 
quet at the Ebbitt House in honor of his 
successor, Gen. Leo Rassieur, and before 
he left the banquet hall had responded elo- 
quently to a toast and appeared in ex- 
cellent health and spirits. The body was 
discovered lying face downward on the 
floor. The features were slightly bruised, 
showing he had fallen suddenly and heav- 
ily. After his return to the hotel Col. 
Shaw asked for hot water, complaining of 
indigestion. The water was brought to 
him, and that was the last seen of him 
alive. 

His private secretary, Charles FE. Glynn 
of Oswego, N. Y., had an appointment with 
him for 10 o'clock this morning, and when 
Col. Shaw did not appear one of the bell- 
boys climbed to the transom and saw the 
body in the position stated. The condi- 
tion of the room showed that the end had 
come quickly and without pain. The body 
was removed to an undertaking establish- 
ment, to await the arrival of an only son, 
Dr. Henry L. K. Shaw, who ts expected 
to-morrow, when arrangements for the 
funeral will be announced and a commit- 


tee from the House named to attend the 
services, which probably will be held at 
Watertown. Two daughters, one living in 
Watertown and another in Brooklyn, were 
notified. Col. Shaw was a widower, his 
wife dying just®one year ago yesterday, 
He was the picture of health, of command- 
ing stature, strongly built, with square 
shoulders and erect figure, which, with 
white hair and mustache, made him a con- 
spicuous figure in the House. An active 
worker during his incumbency of the Com- 
mander in Chief’s office, he frequently came 
to Washington and took a hand in urging 
legislation for the old soldiers before the 
committees of Congress, 

Col. Shaw was born in the town of Lyme, 
Jefferson County, N. Y., on Dee. 27, 1841. 
He was the son of a farmer. When the 
war broke out he gave up his studies in 
the Belleville Union Academy to enlist in 
Company A, Thirty-fifth New York Vol- 
unteers. He served out the full term of 
his enlistment, taking part in the battles 


of Rappahannock Station, Bull Run, Chan- 





tilly, South Mountain, Antietam, Freder- | 
icKsburg, and a number of smaller en- 
gagements. After serving two years as a 
private and non-commissioned officer, he 
was appointed a special agent of the War 
Department in_ the office of the Provost

war. 

After his discharge from the army Mr. 
Shaw entered St. Lawrence University, 
from which he was graduated in 1867. Dur- 
ing the year following his graduation 
served as a member of the State Assembly. 
While serving in that capacity he was 
also appointed by Gov. Fenton as a Colo- 


nel of the Thirty-sixth Regiment, N. G. 
N. Y¥. He resigned to accept the posi- |

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Jacob Schnitzer. 


Jacob Schnitzer, a prominent merchant 
and well-known clubman, died at his resi- 
dence, 112 East Seventy-third Street, yes- 
terday, of malignant malarial fever, He 
had been ill about fifteen weeks. Mr. 
Schnitzer was born in Neustadt, Germany, 
on Feb. 17, 1838. He came to this coun- 
try in 1854, settling in Boston. He engaged 
in business there as an exporter of woolen 
goods and importer of Mediterranean prod- 
ucts, with his brother-in-law, Alexander 
Sidi, He was a member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston for 
four years. When Charles Dickens came to 
the United States Mr. Schnitzer was one 
of the committee appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts to receive him. 

In 1874 Mr. Schnitzer came to New York. 
During that year he married Cordelia Men- 
ken, daughter of Solomon Menken, a prom- 
inent dry godds merchant of Cincinnati. 
In this city Mr. Schnitzer continued the 
business which he had carried on in Bos- 
ton, adding the importation of Turkish 
rugs, a line in which he was one of the 
pioneers in this city. After he had been in 
New York for several years the Schnitzer- 
Porlato firm was incorporated, of which 
Mr. Schnitzer was elected President. 

Mr. Schnitzer was until four years ago a 
member of the Democratic Club. He re- 
signed then, and was at the time of his 
death a member of the Lotos Club and of 
several well-known societies. The funeral 
will take place on Tuesday morning at 9:30 
o'clock. 


The Rev. Horace Clarke Hooker. 

The Rev. Horace Clarke Hooker, assist- 
ant minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Incarnation, died after 
three days’ illness with pneumonia, on Sat- 
urday night, at Roosevelt Hospital. He was 
a brother of Dr. Ransom Hooker, who is 
connected with the hospital, and was born in 
Cooperstown, In 1893 he was graduated from 
Hobart College, whence he went to the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, from which he 
was also graduated. After leaving the Theo- 
logical Seminary he became the master of 
St. Mark’s School, at Lanthborough, Mass. 
He remained in that position a year, and 
was ordained a minister in 1898. Before his 
appointment as assistant minister of the 
Church of the Incarnation he was_ in 
charge of the chapel of the church in East 
Thirty-first Street. He was to have been 
married in April, to Miss Ruth Leeds of 
New Orleans. 


Cassius Clay Powers. 

BOSTON, Feb. 10.—Cassius Clay Powers, 
a well-known lawyer, died to-day at his res- 
idence in Brookline. He leaves a wife and 
daughter, Mr. Powers was born in Pitts- 
field, Me.; was graduated from Bowdoin 
College in 1869, and was admitted to the 
Kennebee County Bar in Maine in 1871, and 
to the Suffolk Bar in Boston in 1872. He 
practiced in New England and New York. 
He represented Ward 21 in the Boston City 
Council in 1886, 1887, and 1888, Five of his 
brothers, who are lawyers, have held posi- 
tions of public trust, including ex-Gov.

Testimony to the Far-Reaching In- 
fluence of the Evangelist. 








Young Men’s Christian Association Rep- 
resentative in India Tells of Re- 
ligious Conditions There. 





Services in memory of Dwight L. Moody 
were heid yesterday afternoon in the West 
Side Branch of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, Fifty-seventh Street, near 
Eighth Avenue. Gen. O. O. Howard pre- 


sided. J. Campbell White, representative 
of the association in Calcutta, talked 
about the influenee the world had felt 


from the work done by the evangelist at 
his home, in Northfield, incidentally de- 
scribing some interesting conditions now 
existing in India. James McConaughy, an 
instructor in the Moody School, at Mount 
Hermon, told of the work of that institu- 
tion and the others established by Mr. 
Moody, and W. W. White, head of the 
school {n Chicago, spoke about the evan- 
gelist’s personality. 

“IT think that Northfield,” said J. Camp- 
bell White, ‘“‘ has sent out more influences 
for good than any other place in the whole 
world. There are hundreds of thousands 
of people all over this country who have 
said that the most powerful influences of 
their lives came to them from the home 
and teachings of Mr. Moody. Nor are 
they only here, for of the missionary work- 
ers in other lands most have the same story 
to tell.” 

Speaking of India, Mr. White said that 


the Hindus had, altogether, 33,000 gods. 
These gvods, once living men, are even 


more depraved than the man-formed dei- 
ties of other pagan nations, some of them 


having led such horrible lives that the Eng- 


lish Government will not allow accounts 
thereof to be transiated into the English 
language.

Mr. Camp described the work of the lay- 
men of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in 
establishing eleven Sunday schools and 
mission stations in the Bronx, and thus 
forming the nucleus of a parish in each 
case. 

Seth Low urged that it was most impor- 
tant for the Church to take possession of 
the fields offered by the development of the 
suburbs as residence places for great 
throngs from the denser sections of the 
city. He also said that the building up of 
these great vacant places, which is now 
going on, will do more than anything else 
to break be 2 the horrors of the. tenement 
house district. 

Dr. Parks said that the outlying sections 
were now being populated py the very best 
sort of people—thé mechanics, clerks, shop- 
keepers, who would not live in the slums, 
but were making homes for themselves 
and were bringing up children—‘‘ yes, many 
of them, thank God,” said he. He said 
that these people wanted the Church, and 
that the Church ought to be there to res 
ceive them. Dr. Parks especially appealed 
for money to huild a church for the col- 
ored congregation of St. David's, in East 
One Hundred and Fifty-eighth Street.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 


BERLIN, Feb. 10.—Not for months past 
had the Berlin Boerse expertenced such 


excellent conditions as obtained last week. 
The upward movement in domestic Govern- 
ment funds gained considerable moment- 


um, particularly Saxon 3s, which rose dur- 
ing the week 110 pfennigs; tmperlals, which 
rose 130; Prussians, which rose 120, and 
Treasury 4s, which rose .70 pfennigs. All 
other German funds. were in strong de- 
mand. 

Foreign -buying was the feature of the 
week, the market showing a growing in- 
terest for foreign rentes, particularly Ar- 
gentines. In foreign railroad shares the 
chief advance was in Transvaais, which 
rose 20% pfennigs. The market for Ameri- 
can railway shares was firm, but more 
quiet. 

Even coal and tron shares, in spite of the 
unfavorable market report, were firm. 

The general firmness of the market is 
variously explained. The Vossische Zeit- 
ung sees the chief cause in the two great 
financial operations involving the Union 
Pacific Railroad and the steel combination. 
’ it says, ‘‘ has gradually seized 
the leadership of the world’s financial af- 
fairs, and Europe has grown accustomed 
to receiving its chief impulses from the 
business movement beyond the Atlantic.’ 
The Berliner Tageblatt sees in the steel 
combination ‘‘a sharpening of American 
competition with German industry which 
cannot be overestimated.”’ 

The reduction of the Bank of England 
rate had a tendency to stimulate specula- 
tion, but. otherwise had only small effect. 
It did not influence the money market ma- 
te rially, foreign exchange remaining high.

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ART OF BEGGING 
TAUGHT TO ROYS 


Man Accused of Keeping a 
“ School ” Is Under Arrest. 








Story of “Pupil” Who Han Away from 


Home and Was Patronizing to His 








Father When He Returned. 
According to the charges made by De- 
tective Dean of the Oak Street Police Sta- 
tion and Agent King of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, Wells 
Marshall, a young man who was arraigned 
in the Centre Street Police Court yesterday 
morning on a charge of cruelty to children, 
has been running a school at 13 Oliver 
Street where during the past month boys 
have been scientifically taught the art of 
begsing 
The career of Marshell as an instructor 
in the art of begging was brought to a stop, 
according to the detectives, through Theo- 
dore Nalence, thirieen-year-old boy of 
2u8 Pacific Street, Brooklyn, who, after re- 
ecciving regular instructions as well as a 
complete outfit of clothes from Marshall, 
went home without returning to him the 
m had sueceeded in collecting from 
zi er of charitably dispdsed people 
il, who came to this city from 
Bost few weeks ago, denies that he has 
been running a school for beggars and says 
that he fed and clothed Nalence because he 
had found him starving and took pity on 
him. Nalenece, however, produced a letter 
which he said Marshall had given to him 
which purports to be written by the head 
o charitable institution in Boston and 
asks the public in general to give any 
money it can afford to the bearer. Mar- 
shall, when confronted with this letter, 
Was unable to explain how it had come in 
his possession or why he had given it to 
the boy. Magistrate Pool held him for fur- 


ther examination in $1,000 bail. 

Theodore Nalence, who is so far the chief 
witness against Marshall, has, according to 
his parents, in Brooklyn, been a very bad 


boy for some time. Three weeks ago he 
disappeared from his home, and his pa- 
rents, although they searched in every 
direction, were unable to find a trace of 
him. He had run away from home before 


and had usually reappeared after a little 
time in a very disheveled condition as the 
result of his wandering. Last Saturday he 
walked into his house in Brooklyn so well 
dressed and apparently prosperous that his 
father, Cassimer Nalance, scarcely 
nized him. When he left home he was 
dressed in an old Suit of clothes, but when 
he returned he wore a new suit and over- 
coat, as well as a new derby hat. 

His father, as a preliminary to getting 
down the switch to punish him for his es- 
capade, asked him where he got the new 
clothes. Theodore was very mysterious. 

‘*T kin get clothes or money or anything 
like that,’ he said, pulling a handful of 
small change out of his pocket. ‘‘I don’t 
have to do what you tell me any more. I 
kin support myself now. It’s none of your 
business how I gets the money. I just 
called in to see how you and the family 
Was.” 

After Mr. Nalence, with the aid of the 
switch, had convinced hts son that he was 
not entirely his own master, Theodore tear- 
fully told the story of his wanderings dur- 
ing the three weeks he had been away from 
home. He said that he had gone to the 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, in New Cham- 
bers Street, and slept there at night, while 
he sold papers in the daytime. 

“One day I met a man named Marshall 
on Park Row who asked me if I wanted a 

ob,”’ he continued. ‘I told him yes, and 
e took me to his house at 13 Oliver Street 
and told me I could make money beggin’. 
He told me how I ought to beg and how I 
ought to say that I was a poor boy whose 
mother was dead and who hadn’t the 


money to go to Boston, where my brother 
lived. The next day he said I ought to be 
better dressed if I wanted to throw a bluff 
that I was respectable, and took me to a 
steve in Daxter Street, where he got me a

lot of new clothes. Then he gave me a lit- 
(le bundle of books of court plaster and 
told me to go around in the big buildings 
and pretend that I wanted to sell them. 
He told me to tell my story to the people I 
offered the plaster to and then to show 
them the letter that he gave me.” 

The letter which Theodore turned over to 
his father, and which is now in the hands 
of the police, is written on paper of the In- 
dustrial Department of the Waifs’ and 
Newsboys’ Home of 506 Water Street, 
Philadelphia. It describes the bearer as 
John Meyer, a boy on his way from Phila- 
delphia to join his brother at 16 Laconia 
Street. Boston, Mass., and asks the reader 
to help all he can to pay his railroad fare. 
It closes with a pathetic reference to the 
death of the boy’s mother a short time ago, 
and is signed “S. H. Welling, Superin- 
tendent.”’ 

Theodore said that Marshall gave him in- 
structions as to how to act when exhibiting 
the letter and started him’on a tour of the 
big down-town office buildings. He said 
he met his instructor at noon on Saturday 
on Park Row, according to an appointment, 
and turned over to him $5 which he had 
collected by exhibiting the letter. 

‘He took me into a restaurant and give 
me a dinner,’ he said, ‘and then he told 
me to hustle around and get more money 
and bring it to him. I hustled around all 
right and got some more, but_I didn't see 
any use in givin’ it to him, so I come home 
with it.”’ 

Theodore’s father, after listening to his 
story, took him to the headquarters of the 
Children’s Society, where the recital was 
repeated. 

Agent King and Detective Dean of the 
Oak Street Station immediately started to 
work on the case and arrested Marshall 
late Saturday night. Magistrate Pool de- 
cided to hold him for further examination. 

Agent King said yesterday that he was 
making a further evamination into the 
ease, and expected to be able to prove that 
Marshall had taught several other boys to 


beg.

‘NEW FREIGHT BUREAU. 


Its Object Is to Promote the Relations 
Between Shippers and Carriers. 

The New York Freight and Transporta- 
tion Bureau is the name of a new organiza- 
tion just formed by prominent business and 
financial men of this city.
